A message from the acting Governor, by Thomas H. Dick- 
son, Esq. his Private Secretary. 


Fellow Citizens of the Sénate 
and House of Representatives: 


Unexpectedly called upon to administer the Executive 
Power of the State for a brief period, it has become my duty, 
at the opening of the present session to communicate to the 
Legislature information of the state of the Government, and 
to recommend to your consideration such measures as I may 


deem necessary or expedient. In the pleasing anticipation * 


that I shall soon be at liberty to surrender the Executive 
mantle to the eminent and worthy citizen who has been 
selected to wearit, by the direct voice of the people of the 
State, .1 would willingly avoid the formal communication of 
my opinions upon the many subjects of interest to the future 

welfare and prosperity of the State, which present them- 
. selves for consideration; especially as the active duties of the 
Department have not left me time to collect the materials 
or mature the reflections for so grave an undertaking; but 
the precedent heretofore set by distinguished examples, 
and among others, by that of the present Governor elect, 


will not permit me to shrink from the responsibility. 1. 


claim only that the peculiar ¢ircumstances under which this 
duty has been devolved upon me, shall be borne in mind, 
when the imperfections of this opening communication are 
considered. 

To those who recognize the principle that the Constitu- 
tion of the United States is a solemn compact between sove- 
reign States, and that the Government created by it is an 
agency, established to execute certain defined trust powers 
for the common benefit of the States, no apology need be 
offered for a brief allusion to our federal relations; indeed 
the very idea of trust powers is necessarily associated with 
the superintending power of the political communities by 
whom they were delegated. Restrictions and limitations 
arose in a jealous spirit of liberty, and by jealous and un- 

ceasing vigilance alone can they be preserved. Whatever 
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may have been the various opinions of patriotic statesmen 

` of the tendency of our complex political system, at the pe- 
riod of its formation and adoption, the experience of nearl 
half a century has now shewn, to the satisfaction of the at- 
tentive observer of our political history, that its inclination 
is to Centralism. 

Those who feared in the strueture of this noble fabric of 
human wisdom, that the powers delegated to the different 
departments of tlie Federal Government, would be scarcely 
sufficient to preserve the edifice from the assaults of State 
pride, State ambition and State prejudice, regarded it with 
the naked vision. They did not imagine that their succes- - 
sors might view it through the false and magnifying medium 
of sophistical construction; much less, in the golden age of 
patriotism which followed the chastening afflictions of the 
revolutionary struggle, was it anticipated, that the power, 
the patronage and the fiscal means of the General Govern- 
ment would ever be used as the instruments to controul the 
freedom of elections, to overawe the spirit of republican in- 
dependence, and to perpetuate power in the hands of those 
who might wield it. 

if this tendency to consolidation has been heretofore man- 
ifested, when the available resources of the Government 
were annually absorbed in the payment of the national debt, 
what have we not to fear now that there exists, notwith- 
standing the great increase of expenditures, subject to the 
controul of the Treasury Department, a. surplus, including 
the United States Bank stock, of more tban twenty five mil- 
lions of dollars, with the prospect of an annual augmentation 

. until the year 1842? In an age of ambition and avarice, it 

-* will require more than Roman virtue and firmness, to with- 
stand the corrupting influences engendered by the control. - 
of these vast treasures, 

I am so deeply impressed with the magnitude of the evil, 

- that I give it as my deliberate opinion, that it would be bet- 

. ter for the morals, the independence, and the liberties of the 
people of these States, that this surplus fund, thus unneces- 
sarily extracted from honest industry, should be annihilated, 
than remain subject to the partial distribution of an ambi- 
tious aspirant who may happen tofill the Executive chair, 

. ora victorious party, eager for the division of the spoils of 
conquest, 

The States, as political communities, as parties tothe Fed- 
eral Compact, interested in maintaining the just balance;of 
power, and by that means of preserving the Union, have no 
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less a right than individual citizens, to the free expression of 
. opinions upon all subjects of general concern; and if it be 
trée, that this great and still accumulating surplus revenue 
cam not be safely disposed of without an amendment of the 
Federal Constitution, itis then their peculiar province to 
_ take into consideration a subject of such vast importance to 
the future weal of the country. 

For some years past, the citizens of the planting States 
have seen, with deep regret, a disposition evineed in other 
sections of the Union, officiously to agitate the subject of 
domestic slavery, asit exists among us. Reviews, orations, 
tracts, and even school books, emanating from the non-slave 
holding States, have been found to contain insiduous at- 
tempts to array public sentiment against our domestic insti- 
tutfons, from which they, as well as ourselves, have reaped 
so-Fich a harvest of wealth and prosperity. These publi- 
cations have been characterized by illiberal and odious 
comiparisons, by false or mistaken representations of our 
character, morals end habits, andby sweeping denunciations 
of our civil institutions. So longas these citizens of thenon- 
slave holding States confined themselves to Pharisaical self- 
gratulations of superior excellence, no other effect was pro- 
duced than a gradual substitution of resentment at unpro- 
voked insults, in the place of that fraternal affection which 
should exist between the descendants of those who had 
mingled their blood and their ireasure in the common cause. 
of independence. 

Within the past year, however, this interference has as- 
sumed a character which will no longer permit us to be si- 
lent orfnactive. 

Organized associations have been formedin some of the 
non-slave holding States, with the avowed purpose of effeet- 
ing the abolition of slavery in every state of the Union, by 
whatever means, their envy, their fanaticism, or their deep 
seated malignity, may devise. 

Under the influence of these worst of passions, it is not 
a matter of surprise, that among the first means resorted to, 
was the attempt to excite discontent and rebellion among 
our slaves, by the circulation of inflamatory publications 
and prints; false, insulting and seditious in their character, 
and tendency. While they profess to believe, that the re- 
lation of slave and master is one of ‘eternal hostility,’ it is 
surely not unchoritable to attribute to this band of incen- 
diaries, the fiendish intention of involving this fair land of 
the South, in the conflagration of a servile war. We who 
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‘yee daily evidences of the interesting relations which in the 
¡general exist between the master and his faithful slave, and 
‘ who feel confident of the ready means we possess, of sup- 
| pressing insurrection, may entertain no fears, that these 
; dariug conspirators against our peace, will ever be able to 
| consummate their bloody schemes, of effecting the libera- 
! tion of our slaves by their own hands; yet we cannot be in- 
| sensible to the fact, that such unhallowed interference may, 
: and will if not effectually suppressed, produce partial scenes 
of violence and bloodshed.—It has already, in some meas- 
ure, disturbed the public tranquility, subjected the master 
to the care and anxiety of stricter vigilance, and induced a 
curtailment of the innocent enjoyment ofthe slave; and who 
are they, that thus dare to annoy our domestic repose, and 
wage war against our happiness? 

"'hey are not the subjects ofa hostile power, but citizens 
of sister States, connected with us in the closest bonds of po- 
litical affinity.—Supposing the opinion to be correct, which 
is entertained by some eminent jurists, that these offeuders 
may be made amenable to our laws under the 2d Section of 
the 5th Article of the Federal Constitution, still without a 
dangerous relaxation of the rules of evidence, it would be 
extremely difficult to procure a conviction in any case. 

We have, therefore, no alternative, but a recourse upon | 
the sovereign communities of which they are members, and 
under whose protection they seek to shelter themselves from / 
the due punishment of their crimes. "e 

The morality, the expedienzy, and the duration of theyin- 
stitution of slavery, are questious, which belong exclusively 
to ourselves. It would degrade the character, and prostrate 
the dignity of a sovereign State, to step down into the arena 
of controversy, and discuss the morality,the propriety, or 
wisdom of her civil institutions, with foreign powers or with 
self-constituted associations of individuals, who have no right 
to question them. It is enough, that we, the people of Mis- 
sissippi, professing to be actuated by as high a regard for 
the precepts of religion and morality, asthe citizens of oth- 
er Siates, and claiming to be more competent judges of our 
own substantial interests, have chosen to adopt into our po- 
litical system, and still choose to’ retain, the institution of 
domestic slavery. It might be supposed that a just respect 
for the opinions of the people of twelve States, would have 
prevented the bold and unqualified denunciation of this fea- 
ture of our social system, that has characterised the discus- 
sion of this subject, in the nou-elave holding States; but this 
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‘is not the first instance, in which the modesty of sound phil- 

‘osophy, has been set aside, to give place to the conceited 

‘assurance of bigotry and prejudice. , 

; While, however, the State should not present itself before 

: the bar of public opinion in the justification ofits civil insti- 
tutions, the subject which has given rise to these remarks, 

.às one of such vital importance to our dearest rights and es- 
sential interests, that it should not be overlooked. 

To you, gentlemen, as the guardians of the rights of the 
State, I am aware I may safely leave the task of maintaining 
its dignity, shielding its honor and protecting its interests. 
1, however, deferentially recommend the passage of such 
laws as may be deemed necessary to bring to condign pun- 
ishment all such offenders, as may be rendered subject to 
our jurisdiction. I also recommend the adoption of resolu- 
tions to be addressed to the Legislatures of the non-slave 
holding States of the confederacy, respectfully requesting 
them, to enact such penal laws as shall effectually suppress 
and put down the incendiary attempis to excite discontent, 
sedition, or rebellion among our slave population, on the 
part of evil disposed persons, within their respective juris- 
dictions. 

Should circumstances intervene before the adjournment 
of the Legislature, to cut off a reasonable hope that proper 
measures will be taken by those States, to effect the sup- 


pression of this deadly conspiracy, Isuggest for your con- 
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j sideration, a concert of action with our brethren of the slave 
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| holding States, to devise measures for the full and ampie 
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protection of our rights, our domestic happiness and repose. 

Before I proceed to call your attention to the internak 
concerns of the State, 1 begleaveto present another sub- - 
ject, which, in my opinion, demands the action of the Legis- 
lature. By the act of Congress, passed March Ist, 1817, by 
which the people of the Mississippi Territory were enabled . 
to form a Constitution, and State Government, and under 
which the State was admitted into the Union upon an equal 
footing with the original States, certain conditions and re- 
strictions were imposed upon the State, which were complied 
with, by the passage of the ordinance annexed to the State 
Constitution of 1817. Thesame act of Congress contains 
an express compact on the part of the Federal Govornment, 
that five per cent. of the nett proceeds of the sales of lands, 
lying within the said Territory, which should be sold after 
the first day of December 1817, after deducting all expenses 
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j incident to the same, should be reserved for making of public 
| roads and canals, of which three fifths were to be applied 
| to those within the State, under the direction of the Legis- 
Í ture, and the remaining two fifths to the making of a road 
| or roads leading to the State, under the direction of Congress. 
i This provision, when taken in connexion with the terms im- 
; posed in the preceding section, should not be construed into 
¿ a giftor donation, but a solemn engagement, which became 
| binding and operative on the adoption of the State ordinance 
! by the Convention, the other party to the compact, an en- 
| gagement, which is no less obligatory. upon the Government 
' of the United States, than was the stipulation on the part 
of the State to refrain from imposing taxes upon lands, the 
property of the United States. 
I will not stop, nor is it essential to the present purpose to 
enquire, how far Congress had the power to impose upon the 
people of this State a condition, restricting the exercise of 
that ordinary power belonging to every sovereign, and cer- 
tainly: possessed and claimed by the original States, the 
power of taxing lands within its jurisdiction. Assuming the 
validity of this stipulation on the part of the State, it follows 
that the agreements are mutual, and a violation of the con- 
tract by either party, would leave it optional with the other 
party, to demand compensation, or to claim an exemption 
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from his correlative agreement. The brief time andthe  .. 


limited opportunity for information, which I have been ena- 
bled to command, since this subject has been presented for 
consideration, will not enable me to furnish the legislature 
with all the necessary information connected with the claims 
of the State under the act of March Ist, 1817. I presume 
it will be found, upon examination, that the reservation 
heretofore made of the five per cent. has been based alone 
upon the sales of lands actually made through the land offi- 
ces, without taking into consideration the lands otherwise 
disposed of by reservations to Indians, gifts, and donations 
made by various treaties and acts of Congress. 

- This class of transfers of title, comes unquestionably under 
the denomination of sales, in the legal import of the term; 
and where sueh disposition has been made without reference 
to any benefit resulting to the State or to the publicinstitu- 
tions established therein, an equitable as well as a legal 
claim, exists, to the per centage reserved.. 

In the late treaties made with the Chickasaw, Indians, the 
claims ef the State both to the five per cent. and to the siz- 
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eee sections previously granted, have been entirely over- 
e > 

The provision of these treaties, indirectly conceding the 
principle which has always been denied by this State, and 
which is inconsistent with the articles of agreement and 
cession with Georgia, that the Indian tribes were entitled 
in fee simple to the lands they occupied within our borders, 
proceed to yield up the entire interest and proceeds of the 
sales of about six millions of acres of lands within the limits 
of this State to the Chickasaw Indians, without making any 
provision whatever for the reservation of the 16th section, 
for the use of schools or of the paymentof the stipulated per- 
centage lo this State. Notwithstanding this omission, and 
although the just claims of the State have been pressed upon 
the attention ofthe Executive Department, two years have 
passed by, without any disposition manifested by the Federal 
Government, to provide compensation for the claims of the 
State. ltis believed that one million of dollars would fall 
short of the value of the advantages thus lost to the State, 
by the failure, on the part of the General Government, to 
provide compensation for the reservations thus solemuly 
guaranteed. 

These treaties have passed through all the forms of the 
Constitution, a full compliance with the terms of the agree- 
ment on the part of the United States, is now impossible, 
and it remains for the Legislature to say, whether the state 
shall quietly submit to the breach of contract, petition 
Congress for compensation. or deelare the contract violated, 
and provide laws for levying and collecting taxes on these 
lands, as on other real estate, within its jurisdiction. The 
last course, would in my opinion, best comport with the in-- 


terest and honor of the State, would be justified by every - 


principle of law, and sustained by the sense of justice of 
the nation. 

In turning from questions, which it must be expected will 
arise out of our complicated and interesting Federal system, 
to tbe contemplation of our domestic concerns, though we 
may find many evils and imperfections, which require to be 
removed and corrected, as the most luxuriant gardens re- 
quire the more frequently the use of the pruning knife; 
yet whether we contemplate our State in its increased po- 
pulation, in its growing wealth, or in the rapid development 
of the rich resources, from which must flow a plentiful stream 


_of prosperity and happiness, we shall find abundant cause 


for deep and heart-felt gratitude to the Supreme Ruler of the 
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‘universe, for the many blessings he has profusely showered 
upon-us, the people of this State. 

: We should soon cease to deserve these best gifts of Hea- 
“yen, did we suffer ourselves to float down the tide of pros- 
¿perity, without an effort to avail ourselves of the great ad- 
vantages which might be gained by the use of the artificial 
means within our reach, further to promote the wealth and 
develope the resources of the State. — . 

; TI entertain the opinion that Legislation should follow, not

ln the pursuit of so glorious and patriotic a purpose, as. 
the advancement of our own state to ths elevated rank, 
letnosordid views of self interest, no sectional jealousies, 
no party spirit divide us, With such a purpose in view, yet 
with a sincere diffidenco and a full reliance upon the better 
judgment of the Legislature, 1 venture to communicate 
my opinions of the true policy of the State in regard to the 
important subject of developing her reseurces by Internal 
improvement 

Having ever entertained opinions opposed to commercial 
restrictions of every kind, believing it unwise policy to 
force trade into unnatural channels, or build up markets 
by Legislative compulsion, i shall not be found the advocate 
of any measure jusily liable to such objections. 

Industry and capital are most productive, and yield the 
most abundant fruiis, when left free to ihe most profita- 
ble investment. 

An absolute monarch, wiser than his benighted subjects, 
and in the possession of unlimited power, might venture upon 
the experiment successfully ; but a republican Legislature, re- 
presenting an enlightened and anenterprising people, wouid 
be most unprofitabiy engaged in sucha task; yot it would be 
no less unwise in such.a Legislature io refuse a helping 
hand to open new channels for trade, establish new branches 
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ef industry, or createnew markets, when private enterprise- 
' had pointed the way, had calculated the cost, and was rea- 
, dy to defray the expense. Mississippi is already au impor- 
. tant agricultural State. The value of her exports of do- 
: mestic products are estimated to amount to one sixth of those 
' ofthe Union, andexceed those ofall the New England states; 
yet nearly all the wealth and resources of her citizens 
go to swell the power, the influence and the commercial im- 
portance of her sister State of Louisiana; because eom- 
merce isa more important element of national greatness than 
even agriculture, from which it derives its vitality. 

The city of New Orleans chiefly enjoys the rich profits 
derived from the shipment and sale of our cation, the im- 
portand purchase of our goods, and the whole management 
ef our exchange and monetary concerns, without a rival. 
Possessing the monopoly of our commercial operations, 
she not only realizes the advantages resulting from the 
highest state of charges upon our exports and supplies, 
but is enabled to build up powerful banking institutions upon 
our floating capital. lt would be folly to expect from a - 
commercial community, however liberal or accommodating, 
a relaxation of this tributary dependence, so long as the ab- 
sence of any competition imposes upon us the necessity of 
dealing exclusively with it. , 

I will not trespass upon the time of the Legislature, by 

„tering upon further details, connected with this interest- 
ing subject. Jtseems to me to be the true policy of the 
State net te force markeis upon the planters unwillingly, 
but to grant every reasonable and proper encouragement to 
private enterprize, when it is engaged in the laudable pro- 
jects of rearing up markets in our own State, subject to 
our own legislation, and under our own control, and when 
the profits of commercial industry, will aid to increase ovr 
population, strengthen our resources, and thus lessen the 
burdens of the agriculturist, 

Guided by correct principles of public policy, and fol- 
lowing in the wake of individual enterprize, we should lend 

. Legislative action, to carry out the various public improve- 
ments, already commenced or proiecied in the State, to their 
utmost practicable limits, The Vicksburg Commercial Rail 
Road Company. the Grand Gulf and Port Gibson Rail 
Road, and the Woodville and St. Francisville Rail Road 
and Banking Company have already received favorable 
charters, and are preceeding with energy, to, the construc:

. by which great facility will be given to the transportation 
; of the produce of extensive sections of country to market. 
' Y have no doubt, but the Legislature will be disposed to 
, extend to them, what further legislative aid may be proper - 
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. tion of their several useful works of internal improvement. 


and necessary, to extend and perfect their schemes of pub- 
‘lie utility. 

More than a year ago, the attention of many citizens of 
the counties of Adams, Jefferson, Franklin, Lawrence, Co- 
piah, Hinds, Rankin and Madison, was drawn to the impor- 
tant advantages, which would result to the State at large, 


: from opening a free communication with the Mississippi 


river, to the interior and northern sections of the State. 
A convention of delegates, appointed. by the people of those 
counties, assembled at Gallatin, when the imposing scheme 
was projected and matured, of constructing a great leading 
rail road, transversely across the whole extent of our terri- 
tory, from the Mississippi river at Natchez, to the North 
eastern extremity of the State. We have every reason to 
believe, that this enlarged and noble undertaking, fraught 
with sach immense advantage to a great portion of the 
State, will, in a very few years, be executed by private 
enterprize, if proper encouragement be given by the Legis- 
lature. Surveys made by an engineer of high character, 
over the most difficult part of the route, satisfactorily prove 
that the scheme is not only practicable, but facile; and 


* as an earnest of the confidence reposed in its comple- 


tion, depots have been purchased, and seven and a half 
miles of the road placed under contract, upon individual 
responsibility, in anticipation of an act of incorporation. 
By a judicious connection of lateral branches, some ef 
which are already contemplated, with this main artery, 
and with the rail roads now chartered, a ready communi- 
cation with the Mississippi will be opened to almost every 
neighborhood of the State. 

I will not venture upon a description of the brilliant des- 
tiny which awaits our State, when all these schemes shall 
be matured into successful experiment. 

] am not officially informed, but presume that an appli- 
cation will also be made to the Legislature, on behalf of 
the New Orleans:and Nashville Rail-road Company, for an 
act of incorporation from the State of Mississippi; indeed 
ite charter is made dependent, upon. its adoption by thie 

talen., . l 
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As granted by the State of Louisiana, it contains some 
features of monopely and exclusive privileges, which are 
repugnant to the Coustitution of this State, and which I am 
persuaded, the Legislature will not be disposed to sanction» 

Divosted of these objectionable features, and carefully 
guarded by such restrictions and limitations as may be 
deemed salutary, to preserve the sovereign power of the 


State over persons and property within its limits, and to pre- 
P 3 s 


vent a serious interference with our own extensive schemes 
of internal improvement now chartered or seriously contem- 
plated, this great project may be recommended to your 
favorable consideration. 

Connected with the more rapid development of our 
natural resources, and as a meansiof rendering agricultural 
wealth more available, we may venture with safety upon a 
cautious increase of our banking capital. When the pre- 
fits of agriculture exceed those of money, there is surely 
little danger in extending the banking capital to an 
amount equal to the annual ‘value of the whole produc- 
tive labor of the state. The planter who anticipates the 
nett proceeds of his crop, and judiciously invests them in his 
business, incurs ro more, Í might even say less risk, than. ie 
incident to every ordinary mercantile transaction; and if he 
limits his loans to that standard cannot be obnoxious to the 
charge of overtrading. The active banking capital of the 
state now fells short of ten millions, while the exports of cot- 
ton amount to about sixteen millions, and are rapidly in-

item entirely depends. A government thus constituted, can- 
‘not be conducted and administered wisely, if the sources 
¿from which it derives its momentum, lie buried in ignorance 
“and error. 
- In monarchial governments, the heir to the throne is ed- 
"ucated at the public expense. Why should not the same 
‘care be taken in republics to communicat? at least the ele- 
| ments of knowledge to those who are to become the rulers 
: of their destinies? 
I would not be understood as conveying the utopian idea, 
“of conferring a complete scientific education upon every 
member of the community; but itis my deliberate opinion, 
' that the means of a plain practical education should be ex- 
_ tended to every free child in the country, cost what it may. 
Instruct the youth in the rudiments of knowledge, and he 
. possesses the fulcrum and the lever, by which he can con- 
. trol the most difficult sciences. To attain this all-important 
end, I recommend to the Legislature the adoption, as early 
. as possible, of an effective Common School System. Should

Under the direction 
of an enlightened and energetic Board of Trustees, with a 
President and Professors, who combine scientific attain- 
ments, with ardent zeal for the honor and credit of the insti- 
tution, we have reason to hope that it will not only soon 
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become eminently useful, but rank among the most respect- 
able literary institutions of the country. 

By a former communication from the Executive Depart- 
iment of this State, it will be perceived that the lands gran- 
ted to this State by Congress for a Seminary of Learning, 
have been sold for the sum of $277,282 53.

The prevention of crime should alwaysbe a leading object 
with the law-making power.

tors office: and statement C shows the number of shares of 
Bank Stock owned by the State, and the number subscribed 

for on aceount of the literary three per cent. and semina- 

ry funds. lam gratified in being able to present to the 

Legislature, the Treasury in so flourishing a condition. Its 

coffers are supplied with an amount more than sufficient to 

meet every just demand against the State. The literary, 

three per cent. and seminary funds, are rapidly increasing 

from the dividendsárising from their Bank Stock, and the 

Sinking Fund promises promptly to meet the payment of 

the interest duc on the State bonds and their several instal. 
menis, an&pay a very large amount into the Treasury at 

the expiration of the charter of the Planters’ Bank. ‘This. 
prosperous condition of our Treasury, induces me to believe * 
that the period has arrived, when the citizens of our State 

can be relieved from the very heavy taxation under which, 
they have so long and so patiently lived. 

i would, therefore, respectfully recommend to the Legis-. 
lature, 4 modification and reduction of the State tax, so as 
to reduce the tax on white polls to twenty-five cents, and 
on slaves fifty cents, and increase it on free persons of color 
to such an amount, as would prevent their migration to the 


. State. 
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in obedience to an “An Act to establish a Planters’ Bank 
in the State of Mississippi," I examined the Planters’ Bank 
at Natchez on the 26th and 27th days of November last. 
The result of that examination, enables me to give to the 
Legislature an assurance that the Bank is managed by the 
most able and efficient financiers and is in a very prosperous 
condition. 

Iwas informed by the officers of the Bank, that the 
Bank would declare a dividend of ten per cent. on its stock 
for ike last year, and have placed to the credit of profit and 
loss a very large residuary dividend. Hereunto apperded 
and marked D, is a statement of ihe Bank up to the 26th 
day of November, 1825, which is submitted for the exami- 
nation of the Legislature. In obedience to an act defining 
my duties, made to the Legislature on the 19th day of Jan 
uary, 1833, a detailed report of the receipis and disburse- 
ments of the public monies ofthe State, upto thatdate. As 
the Legislature adjourned without any action on that report 
or making any examination of my office, the attention of the 
‘Legislature is respectfully invited to the subject. Thenotes 
taken for the seminary lands were made payable and. ne 
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1.) gotiable at the Planters’ Bank at Natchez and have beer» 

~ deposited there for collection. The payment of the whole 

of the notesis secured by the most responsible sureties, yet 
many of the notes have not been paid. 

Believing that the defalcation of the purchasers has been 
caused by the late fall of the price of Cotton, I would re- 
spectfully recommend that the Legislature extend to them 
an indulgence of another year. Ihave found on examina- 
tion in the Surveyor General’s office, that many of the sec- 
tions of the Seminary lands which were sold on an estimate 
of six hundred and forty acres to the section, contain more 
than that quantity of acres, and that others fall short of it; 
the attention of the Legislature is respectfully invited to the 

t. subject, and the necessity of an act passed authorizing the 
i. Auditor to settle with the purchasers according to the núm- 
ber of acres in the different sections and quarter sections 
\ suggested. I would also represent to the Legislature, that 
*, there is yet unsold one half section of the seminary 
Le Iands, and recommend that an act be passed authorizing the 
X sale of it. * I would also respectfully recommend to the Le- 
gislature, the necessity of borrowing fromthe Sinking Fund, 
irom time to time, such sums of money as may be deemed; 
necessary, to carry on the building of the State House. 
Many of the notes taken at the sale of Town Lots have been. 
sued for, and will not be collected in time to meet the ex- 
penses connected with the building of the State House. 
His Excellency, Governor Hiram G. Runnels, deposited in 
the Planters’ Bank of the State of Mississippi, at Natchez, 
notes taken at the sale of Town Lots, amounting to about 
twenty thousand dollars, and borrowed from the Bank 
eighteen thousand nine hundred and twenty-two dollars and 
seventy-seven cents, which amourthas been placed in the 
Treasury to the credit of the State House. As the Governer 
is individually bound for-the payment of that sum, 1 have 
considered it my duty to advise the Legislature thereof, that 
they may make such arrangements for his relief, asin their 
wisdom they may think proper.

Said address is in 
ihe following words: 


Genilemen of the Senate 
and House of Representatives: 

In conformity with general usage, you have convened in the Rep- 
resentative Hall, to witness the installation of the Governor ‘elect: 
a ceremony to the individual to be inducted into office, the most 
trying, solemn, and impressive. In the presence of this enlighten- 
ed and imposing auditory, 1 am to take the oath prescribed by the 
constitution preparatory to the exercise of the trust confided. Sen- 
sibly impressed with the obligation and responsibility imposed, I shail 
enter on the discharge of the duties enjoined upon me, with a confi- 
dence greatly impaired, from the apprehension, that I may fall short 
ofthe fond anticipationsof my friends. But I derive consolation from 
the assurance, that the Representative character with which I am sure 
rounded, offers the strongest guarantee that the rights and best in- 
teests of the community will be nurtured and protected. 

Institutions based upon constitutional provisions, although con- 
stautly exposed, and Hable to be assailed by the clamor ef opposing 
interests, rest secure in the virtue and intelligence of the People. 
The contention ead collision that must always take place for power, 
where there is no acknowledged head, or established rule of succes- 
sion, so far from weakening, tendsrather to strengthen and confirm: 
and the violence and hostility of parties are expended in harmless 
fury, so long as popular feeling finds a vent through the medium cf 
a free and unshackled press. 

But gentlemen, there are occasional intervals in this bustle and vi- 
cisitude of human affairs, that fall upon the spirits like an evenings 
calra, and prompt us to still and control the turbulence of thought, 
which the day may have brought forth; soberly to review our past 


conduct, and to ponder well on the future. Under such profound 


impressions, the mind is.brought to pause—by reflection, it is chas- 


tened, and we rise from our meditations with our hearts softened if 
not subdued; feeling in the approaching desolation of nature, alike 
tie lutleness of our angry passions, end the disposition to merge 
them in the more charitable and lofty feelings engendered by that 
kindred evening, which must soon close upon us all: a season pe- 
culiarly proper to blot from our recollections the bitter asperities of 
political strife, growing out of party feeling and excitement; and to 
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turn our attention to the encouragement of social and orderly inter- 
course, so essentially necessary to secure the general esicem, and 
good opinion of our fellow-men. In the relations of public and pri- 
wate life, this is to be acquired by putting on at least the semblance 
of the moral virtues; and in this we are best guided by the operation 
and support of good laws, of good education and of good example. 

Our government was the first, and as yet is the only one, fairly 
and fully bottomed on the sovereignty of the people. It was re- 
served for the wisdom and patriotism of American statesmen to de- 
velope its principles more fully—to raise its institutions to a degree 
of perfection unexampled in the history of nations; and to realize a 
system of polity the most economical, and at the same time afford- 
ing the most encouraging view of the grandeur and future destiny of 
afree and enlightened people. 

Asa nation, we have experienced a degree of prosperity and hap- 
piness far beyond the enjoyment of any other government, nor is 
there a people on earth upon whom the preservation of liberty, and 
the universal welfare, impose such dread obligations. The eyes of 
the friends of liberty from every quarter of the globe, are turned 
upon us with intense interest. We are todefend and to protect a 
character and country untarnished by shame, and unknown to con- 
quest—we are to cherish and protect the honor and glory achieved in 
by-gone days, and the splendor of the present, to provide themeans 
and accelerate the march of future greatness, to preserve and de- 
fend that Constitution which is the foundation of all our best enjoy- 
ments here, and the freedom of the Christian Religion, the source 
of our best hopes. hereafter. ; 

The situation of the country, and the conjucture of circumstan- 
ces under which you have assembled, give at this time an unusual 
degree of importance to legislative interposition. Public sentiment 
is aroused, expectation is heightened; and this community looks 
with much earnestness to the harmonious and joint action of your 
body. The agitation, and the decision upon some of the most . im- 
portant measures that will present themselves, naturally give rise to 
this anxiety; and I flatter myself that its best hopes will be realized. 
The meeting of the Legislature under ordinary circumstances, can- 

not be looked to by reflecting men with indifference. [ts action at 
, this time is necessarily widened, in order to embrace new wants. 
4 and interests springing out of the rapid increase of population, and, 
| the great accumulation of wealth. 
| The general revision of a code of laws—the laying off the csun-. 
; try lately acquired from the Chickasaws into counties—the increase 
3 of banking capital —the disorganized state of the militia—provision- 
, for a general school system—for a penitentiary, and many other mat- 
* ters, will claim yourdeliberation. But beg leave in a more especial’ 
manner to invite your attention to such measures of internal im- 
provement, as you may deem best calculated to promote the gene-. 
xal prosperity by increased facilities of intercommunication. There. 
is perhaps no country that presents'a more ample field for enterprise... 
gor one that promises more in advance. 
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' the wants of ths people, collected es it is from evory quarter, with 
such variety of invention and understanding, is brought to bear on 
the subject; it may be fairly presumed that the most useful plan will 
suggest itself to some one, and froma body thus constituted, it will 
searcely fail to receive the approbation of a majority. 

The undertaking and completion of a genera} plag best calculated 
for facilitating internal trade and intercourse, is an object of the 
most absorbing interest, and of the highest import. Among the 
many reasons that may be urged in favor of home markets and their 
proper encouragement, may bo enumerated, the active circulation 
of capital—the expedition and cheapness of transports, from the 
proximity of praducts to the market place—the ready sale and en- 
hanced value of provisions and labor, by the establishment of inter- 
mediate marts—the great saving to the planter of the interior ia 
selling his Cotton and making his purc.ases in person, especially 
the up country produce; and the probable facility taat may be afford- 
ed from the concentration of capital et those points, in making his me- 
neyed arragements: instead of encountering the difficulty of effect- 
ing his purpose through the Brokers and Commission Houses of New 
Orleans. Jltraustcertoinly be a source of muchsatisfaction to transact 
the whole of this business under the regulation and protection of 
laws, with which he is not only familiar, but which he has an agency 
in making. . 

The large amount requisite for the completion of such an under- 
taking, will very properly induce a close examination into the bene- 

ts to result, and an estimate of the probable cost; but 1 trust its 
magnitude will not be allowed for a moment to damp the ardor of en- 
terprise. The immense undertakings and the achievements of sis- 
ter States, invite and cheer us onward. 

The important question, whether subscriptions in this enterprise 
will be an advantageous investment of capital, will first present it- 
Self, and in its satisfactory solution lies the great difficulty. Invest- 
ments in the planting interest ere not only considered more secure. 
but the nett prolits exceed the rate of interest abroad, or the terms 
upon which money ean be had, and hence itis, that the planter is 
indisposed to make such investments when hz has to pay out the 
money, believing that it can be better applicd. His highly es- 
sential to the completion orso vast an undertozing, that the ability 
of the planters or land-holders should be enlisted; and the most cer- 
tain mode of effecting this chject, will lie to satisfy them that it wil 
promote their interest. In the science of political economy, engui- 
ring minds, aided in their researches by theoretical views, often dis- 
close and bring within the reach and comprehension of the plainest 
capacities, very important truths. It is not my purpose to attempt a 
general developement of the resources of the State. The fertility 
and immense value of the lands owned by individuals, discover an 
almost inexhaustible fund, if it can be converted into active cap- 
ital and brought into use. “There are but few planters who have 
more then a fourth or a thid of their land in cultivation, and conse- 
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quently the balance is unproductive. Now, if the company of stock- 
holders can effect a loan by the hypothecation of realestate, it would 
hold out to the land-holder strong inducements, and will also fur- 
nish ample means for the construction of as many rail roads as may: 
be deemed necessary. Suchascheme would have for its object the 
conversion of that, which to a great extent, is inactive and unpro- 
ductive to the owner, into that, which would be tangible and opera- 
tive. This view of the subject may be sufficient to remove all ob- 
jections on the part ofthe landholder, and induce a free and liberal 
subscription. - 

The rate of interest, as well as ihe facility of obtaining a loan, de- 
pends much upon the security tendered. The money lender will 
rise or fall in his demands in proporiion to the risk he runs. The 
pledge of real estate at half its value, seems to offer the best security 
for money, In addition to this, the establishment of a well ordered 
sinking-fund, must contribute largely by its constant operation to 
the reduction of the loan; and must also give additional credit to the 
borrower. With a view to the more extended and profitable opera- 
tion of this fund, the loan should be obtained for an amount far ex- 
ceeding the estimated cost of the work, to be loaned annually by the 
commissioners at ten per cent. per annum, together with the div- 
idends arising, or at least a portion of them, for a limited time. 'The 
material and grand requisite to the efficiency of this fund, is the 
punctual and inviolable application of the sums appropriated for its 
redemption. 

Whether a loan can be effected by an individual eompany, uncon- 
nected with a pledge of the faith and credit of the State, I am not 
prepared tosay. The credit that attaches toa Representative Gov- 
ernment, from the security of a personal interest in the People them- 
selves, together with its superior resources, may have a decided pre- 
ponderance in a foreign market. This, in one point of view, inspires 
more confidence than the resources of individuals, who of course 
may fail more suddenly, and the facility of transfer afforded the stock- 
holder, aids the Government in borrowing even more than the credit 
it is fairly entitled to. Public creditors look to the possibility of 
withdrawing by the sale of their debentures, before any embarrass- 
ment occurs, or is likely to happen. 

In other points of view, the credit of individuals is better founded 
than that of Government. The want or difficulty -of compulsory 
process against the latter, for a breach of its engagements, may be 
objected to; nor can it be expected that public resources will be 
husbanded with the same care as those of individuals. Again—it 
has been remarked that wnen Governments find themselves strong in 
the ability to borrow, they are apt to becomé prodigal, and to con- 
ceive and intermeddle with gigantic projects that may sometimes 
lead to glory, but more certainly, perhaps, to financial exhaustion. 
This can only be guarded against bya clear expression of the specific 
purpose, and the true application of the fund. 

Under existing circumstances, fearing that a resort to European 
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markets in order to obtain a sufficient loan may become necessary, 

and that a pledge of the faith and the credit of the state may be re- 

` quired, I view the prohibitory clause in our constitution as matter 
of regret. 

The objections to the policy of rearing up markets at home, and 
aiding them by every facility of intercourse, as far as I have learned, 
are not based upon argument or fact, but predicated on the round 
assertion that the scheme is impracticable—that neither Natchez, 
nor any other point on the river, within our limits, can ever become 
a shipping port. Such opinions are founded on gratuitous presump- 
fion, and do not result from a close observation of the nature of 
things. An hypothesis may be resorted to in order to exemplify or elu- 
cidate, but is wholly insufficient to establish important and leading 
truths. So grave an assertion, and one so reprehensible in its character, 
should have been made with great deliberation, and its correctness 
susceptible of demonstration. We have had some experience in 
this matter, and the facts and circumstances, as far as I am informed, 
are altogether encouraging. 

It seems to me that so desirable an object deserves at least an en- 
ergetic and united effort. Isee no reason to doubt that the State 
roadscan compete, and successfully too, with the New Orleans and 
Nashville road on fair terms. It is only necessary to give an im- 
petus to the undertaking, that we may not be outstripped in our 
progress, and in the completion ofthe work. I cannot allow myself 
to entertain the idea, that there is a single individual of your body 
that will oppose, or mar the flattering prospects of a scheme that 
promises so much, by the grant of privileges and advantages to the . 
company of the New Orleans road, denied to those of the State:— 
such a supposition presupposes a feeling foreign and unnatural; and 
very discordant with the southern character, which is regarded as 
being extremely sensitive and tenacious of its rights and principles, 
too much so, I persuade myself, to yield them to sordid considera- 
tions. 

We have now approached a crisis,in which the great interests and 
character of the State demand of us unity and concert. It is both 
desirable and praiseworthy fora man to overcome his own unreafón- 
able prejudices; but in doing so, he gains but little if he has these 
of another to gratify. Letus then as far as may be, divest ourselves 
of all local feeling and jealousy; and tax our individual researches, 
for the developement of some general plan, and the best means by 
which this good work may be effected. When the play and energies 
of the mind, free and untrammelled, are called into action, we may 
anticipate that manly and lofty course, of which we are justly emu 
DUE and which should always characterise the acts of deliberative 

odies. 

In the prosecution of a general system of internal improvement, 
our navigable streams should not be overlooked. Individual enter- 
prise seems to be enlisted, and may probably be sufficient for the 
construction of railroads. But a disposition to embark in the im- 
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provement of navigation, is not so clearly elicited: and hence the 
propriety of the State’s undertaking, or at least aiding in this branch 
of the business, The report of the Commissioners, together with 
that of the Engineer, Mr.Guion, are to be found in the archives of the 
State, and will afford the best information asto the practicability and 
‘probable cost of the project. The Yalo Busha, Tallahatchie, and 
tome other streams, not embraced in the reports, are no doubt suscep- 
tible of great improvement. 

Any collision with the General Government, as far as it ean prop- 
erly be avoided, is to be deprecated. Nothing ofa light or unim- 
portant character, should be suffered to produce such a result. But 
n due regard to the interest of the State, inducss mo to advert to a 
circumstance in our Federal relations that may claira your attention. 
In the treaty with the Chickasaw tribe of Indians, the claim of the 
State to section number sixteen, under the act of Congress, has 
been disregarded. ‘The right to this reservation heretofore, has 
bzeu clearly recognised. ‘The propriety of some expression of your 
body, by which our delegation in Congress may probably be aided 
in effecting a properand satisfactory adjustment of the claim, is 
submitted for your deliberatien. The People of this State fally 
confiding in the justice and liberality of Congress have, with a pa- 
tient degree of forbearance refrained from pressing upon that body, 
claims to which they conceive themselves entitled. They have 
witnessed liberal donations to sister States; and they now behold the 
almost entire disposition of theland within their limitsecquired from 
the Choctaws, without havingreceived similar donations. The rights 
of both the General and State Governments, should be preserved in- 
violate; and so far from the one infringing on the other, any act verg- 
ing towards the line of separation, must be viewed with the most 
lively interest and concern. A fair exercise of the powers delegated, 
should be cheerfully conceded. On the other hand, the rights re- 
served to the State must be adhered to. In the language of poor 
Cordelia, i would say to bothi— 
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I love your Majesty 
According to my bond; nor more, nor less, 


Cecurreness of a highly exciting and offensive nature, have reeent- 
ly taken place in some of the non-slave holding States, calculated, if 
persisted in, to alect us inthe most sorious and vital manner. The 
subject is one of delicacy, and to be approached with courtesy and 
cireumspection. The question of right involved, admits of no parley, 
no intermeddling, no discussion from any quarter—nor can a proposi- 
tion bearing on this point, either immediately orremotely, be listen- 
ed to for a moment. In stamping upon these incendiary movements, 
our indignant end decided disepprobation, there can be but one 
opinion. I will not doubt, nor can I indulge the suspicion, that 
sister States will tolerate offences of so black a die, and of so fatal a 
tendency. Precaution end watchfulness on our part, presume neither 
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the one nor tha other. Policy seems to enjoin upon us such ennet- 
ments as may be necessary to bring the offence and its punishment 
within the pale of the law: and comity requires that they should be 
predicated on the principles of reciprocity. I persuade myself that 
an appeal to the justice, and the propriety of some arrangement of 
this character, will not be disregarded. 

Mississippi has given a practical demonstration of feeling on this 
exciting subject, that may serve as an impressive admonition to of- 
fenders; and however we may regret the occasion, we are con- 
strained to admit, that necessity will sometimes prompt a summary 
mode of trial and punishment unknown tothe law. But no means 
should ba spared to guard against, and prevent similir occurrences. 
. Nothing but the most manifest, imminent, and unmeditated peril, 
can justify a repetition of such dangerous examples, 

A glance at our foreign relations presents a lowering and rather 
discouraging aspect. In our national horizon a dark and portentous 
cloud is visible, But the enlightened age in which we live, and the 
justice of our cause, cheers and bids us hope,that in its transit the threa- 
tened calamities may be averted :—that the American Algis may cover 
and protect our honor and our rights. On the other hand, let.us 
indulge the belief that all proper means will be exhausted in the way 
of forbearance aud conciliation. If then we must strae, let it be for 
glory. 

A general disquisition of the topics introduced in tli's address was 
not intended, and ifthe limits usually prescribed on sachoccasions 
have been trenscended, an apology may be found in the condition 
and requirements of the country. It was not so much my purpose 
to discuss particularly every ahercated point, as to submit some 
general views and principles, that may induce a train of thought 
and reasoning, by the application of which, eachone may be aided 
in arriving at sound conclusions of his own. Notso mucha disser- 
tation, as a Syllabus, from the investigationof which useful deduc- 
tions may possibly flow. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, sllow me to tender my hearty co-ope- 
ration in the furtherauce of all measures calculated to promote the 
prosperity and happiness of the country.

a credit of one, two and three years, thirty-five and one-half 
sections of said lands, ‘Fhe aggregate amount of the sales is. 
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two hundred and seventy-seven thousand three hundred and 
thirty-two dollars and fifty-two cents, for all of which I have 
received notes, with approved security, The sixth section 
of the above recited act, makes it the duty ofthe Auditor of 
Public Accounts, to collect and receive all monies accruing 
from the sale of said lands, and vest the same, from time to 
time, in steck of the Planters’ Bank of the State of Missis- 
sippi. I have subscribed and paid for six hundred and sev- 
enteen shares on account of the literary fund, and four 
hundred ond forty-nine on account of the seminary fund, 
Should the Legislature order the sale of this stock, we 
could then have the benefit of education available funds, 
, amounting to upwards of one hundred thousand dollars.

To the honorable the House of Representatives, of the State of 
Mississippi, now in Session» 


I have learned from the report of a committee of your hon- 
orable body, that alledged frauds and perjuries to an enor- 
mous extent have been recently commitied in the purchase, 
by various individuals, of claims to Indian reservations, under 
the 14th article ofa treaty at Dancing Rabbit Creek, made 
with the Choctaw tribe of Indians in 1830. I further learn 
that my name, with other individuals, have been named as 
having connexion with or aiding and abetting in said frauds 
and perjuries. Occupying as 1 do, one of the highest judi- 
cial stations known to the constitution and laws of the State, 
I cannot consistently with the respect due myself and the 
duties I owe to the community who have elevated me to that 
station, permit such charges and imputations, however re- 
motely, to rest upon my character. I am unwilling that my 
name should be branded with the imputation of fraud from 
any source, but more especially from ex parte testimony of 
individuals, however respectable. I therefore, claim at the 
hands of your honorable body, nothing but stern justice, 
which will not be denied tothe most humble individual in 
the community. I therefore request and claim it as a right 
due me, the appointment of a Committee by your honorable 
body, with ample powers to fully and thoroughly investigate 
the alledged frauds and perjuries, with which my name has 
been connected, so far as relates to myself particularly. Ir 
the mean time, I will vacate my seat on the bench of the 
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High Court of Errors and Appeals, and await the report of 
your Committee, and the decision of your honorable body.

Mr. Presmesr—The Joint Committee on Internal Im- 
provement,to whom was referred so much of the Governor's 
message as relates to the subject of internal improvement, 
have instructed me to make the following report. 

The Joint Committee, to whom was referred that portion 
ofthe Governor's Message, which relates.to the system of 
internal improvement, beg leave to report, that they have 
given fo that important and interesting subjeet, the deep 
consideration, which it so pre-eminently demands; and that 
the opinions of the Executive in regard to it, have met with 
their fall and hearty concurrence. Your Committee deem 
it unnecessary to expatiateupon theadvantages which would 
arise to this young and flourishing community, from a con- 
nexion with our sister States, by an enlarged and libera! 
system ofinternal improvement, These advantages, whether 
considered in a military, a commercial, or political point 
of view, are so numerous, so palpable, and so imposing, as to 
challenge and fix the attention of the most unthinking. 
Examplesof our sister States are before us—the progressive 
developement of their various resources—the rapid growth 
and prosperity of their cities—the extension of their com- 
merce—the augmented produce of their agriculture—the 
grateful spectacle exhibited by the people, as inhabitants of 
distinct and fraternal communities, united in the bonds of 
interest, of feeling and of attachment, to the general and 
unrivaled government of their choice and institution—the 
universal diffusion of the blessings of wealth, comfort, con- 
venience, and easy and speedy inter-communicafion through- 
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out the range of its influence—all serve to demonstrate to 
us, the happy and practical results of this benificent system. 
It strips the bandage from the eyes of fortune. and she dif- 
fuses, with an all-searching vision and without caprice, the 
blessings of her bounteous horn. It is the true Pactolus, 
which is destined to roll its golden tides throughout every 
portion of the community—to enrich and gladden every 
section of our common country—and to cause “ the wilder- 
ness to blossom as the rose.” 

These benefits, however, though precious, should not be per- 
mitted to dazzle and delude us. They should not induce us 
to concede to our sister States, excessive and irreclaimable 
grants of power, which can never be reciprocated. These 
enterprises sliould, in the language of the message, be held 
subject to our own legislation, and under our own control. 
Should they be cherished to the destruction of our domestic 
plans of internal improvement, we may hereafter be com- 
pelled to acknowledge, in the words of the present Execu- 
tive, that the “proffered boon has been too dearly bought.” 
We may hereafter find that we have divested ourselves of 
the poor power to refuse an entrance into the lion’s den, 
although we have fully ascertained, with the fox in /Esop, 
that the tracks of his fellow brutes all point inward. | 

Your committee are of the opinion that domestic plans of 
internal improvement, will enable us to realize nearly all 
the advantages of those which we may undertake in concert 
with our sister States. In addition to which, they would 
enumerate those which will arise from the encouragement 
of our home markets. Among these may be mentioned the 
influx ofa sound commercial and mechanical population into 
our cities—the increase of our revenue—the encouragement 
of the fine arts—the diffusion of the comforts and refine- 
ments of society; and their combined tendencies to produce, 
and develope, and mature, that enviable and pratriotic feel- 
ing of State pride, which has so essentially contributed to 
the advancement, the. wealth, prosperity and glory of our 
elder sisters of the Union. 

There is another advantage arising from the protection 
and encouragement of our domestic marts, to which, in the 
present state of our public necessities, your committee feel 
themselves constrained to allude. The popular voice de- 
mands of the present Legislaturc, a large augmentation of 
our banking capital. That which we already possess, is 
nearly equal to the amount of our exports. Exaggerated 
statements may be made of the rapid advances we shall in, 
future make in the production of our staple; but this source 
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of wealth may be more than counterbalanced by a diminu- 
tion of its price. Under such circumstances, itis peculiarly 
incumbent on us to foster aud promote the seats of our in- 
ternalcommerce. These serve to introduce within our bor- 
ders, the treasures of foreign capitalists—to encourage the 
purchase of our own productions with the notes of our own 
banks—increase and sustain their circulation; and form, in 
fact, the onlv safe basis upon which an excess of banking 
capital, above the excess of our exports, can be safely pre- 
dicated. 
Your Committee, after having thus given their views upon 
the general principles, which should govern a system of In- 
ternal Improvement, both domestic and foreign, (if the term 
may be admitted as applicable to the several members of 
our union,) will now proceed, as briefly as possible, to weigh 
the comparative advantages of such schemes as have been 
submitted to them. Of the various rail roads now in con- 
templation, those which are calculated for the transporta- 
iion to its various marts, of our bulky produce, and of such 
heavy articles as we are compelled in turn to purchase, 
would seem to be the best adapted to our present necessities, 
The costs of transportation of articles of this description, 
is enormous—and diminishes to a very great extent, the pro- 
fits ofthe planter of the interior. The maximum velocity 
of the cars upon produce rail roads, should not exceed ten 
miles per hour, Whenever the velocity of cars, heavily la- 
den, is increased beyond this point, experience has demon- 
strated that the injury to the rails is very great; and the 
cars, as well as the engines, suifer a corresponding depre- 
ion. rate of speed of fifteen miles per hour, is only 
ried to on thorough-fares, for the transportation of pas- 
engers, the mails and light articles of merchandize. When 
his is the case, it is evident that they are not so well calcu- 
lated to accommodate an ‘agricultural community, and to 
minister to the prosperity of the country, and the growth 
and advancement of the towns and villages, through which 
they pass. Like the road from New York to Philadelphia, 
passing through New Jersey, they serve to swell the magni- 
tude of the cities at their commencement and termination, 
while ihe interjacent ccuntry, however sanguine the hopes 
tentertained of increased facilities and prosperity, will still 
se compelled to linger on in a state of comparative barren- 
ness and desolation. Entertaining these views, your Com- 
mittee would recommend, as peculiarly necessary for the 
accommodation of our fellow-citizens, the encouragement 
cf such as are calculated forthe transportation of our bulky 
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staple. Itistrde, that on these, the direct profits arising 
from dividends on stock, will not be so great—yet, still by 
their indirect operation to reduce the price of transporta- 
tion, they will, in effect, realize the most sanguine expecta- 
tions of the Agriculturalist. 

Your Committee are aware, that the constitutional inhi- 
bition, which prevents the State from pledging its faith for 
loans of money, will operate asa serious obstacle to the 
construction of rail-ways, as well as to the incredse of our 
banking facilities. The plan of raising the means for their 
construction, which, under the circumstances, they would 
recommend, is that which was adopted by the Convention 
at Gallatin, viz: the hypothecation of cultivable land at 
half its appraised value, in addition to such stock as may be 
paid for in money. A loan can doubtless be negotiated on 

‘real estate, at half its value, and the dividends of the road 
stock thus taken, may be placed in bank, and put out on in- 
terest, so as to constitute a sinking fund for the redemption 
of the bonds. Experience has proven that the ¿profits of a 

. rail-way, economically built and properly conducted, will 
defray its own cost, in twelve or at most, fifteen years; and 
will afterwards constitute io the subscribers to stock on 
mortgage, who have hitherto paid only that portion of in- 
terest on the bonds, which the dividends of the road before 
its completion were unable to meet, a source of profit as well 
as convenience, 

Your Committee would further beg leave to point the at- 
tention of the Legislature, to the importance of improving 
the condition of our navigable streams. They flow through- 
out various sections of our State, and will in a great meas- 
ure supersede the necessity for the construction of rail-ways. 
They would, therefore, urge the propriety of a memorial to 
Congress, to evable us to divert a portion of the three per 
cent. fund, from its legal destination, to this all-important 
purpose. 

While advocating a system of Internal Improvement, 
your Committee would further beg leave to recommend, that 
it should be organized with aview tothe interests ofthe whole 
State—that nosection should be favored in derogation of the 
rights and interests of others-—that the system should be so 
framed as to diffuse as far as practicable, its blessings over 
every portion of the community, and to confer the greatest 
good on the greatest number. A state thus organized, cher- 
ishing the marts of internal commerce, improving the nav- 
igation of its natural streams, and constructing artificial 
means of inter-communication, may be aptly assimilated to 
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the human body, in which the life blood rushes through ita 
appropriate channels to its remote extremities, and is return- 
ed again to the heart, after having diffused health, and elas- 
ticity, and bloom, and vigor, throughout the system. Let us 
then take heed, that we err not in the commencement of 
such a system. Letnot the sins of our youth be visited up- 
on our maturer years. Let us divest ourselves of all sinis: 
ter influences. Let usin regard to this momentuous sub- 
ject, feel as felt the founders of the eternal city, when upon 
the accidental disinterment of a human skull on the Capi- 
toline hill, the Augurs announced the glorious prophecy, 
that Rome should be the head of the world. Let us advance 
to the altar of the commen weal. Let us offer up upon it 
as a voluntary sacrifice, every sectional jealousy, every par- 
ty prejudice, and devote ourselves in accordance with our 
duty, and with the wishes and interests of those, by whom 
we were deputed, to the good of the State, our whole State, 
and of our common country.

together in the same court, this object has not been at- 
tained. So great has become the amount of crime, that in 
some of these counties it is not unfrequent to consume, in 
the trial of criminals alone, more than two out of the three 
weeks appropriated to the court. "This necessarily inter- 
feres with the civil business; the civil and criminal dockets 
interfere with each other, and in the conflict both suffer. In 
the anxiety to get at the civil business, prosecutions are hur- 
ried through carelessly and ineffectually. By the organiza- 
tion of a distinct criminal court, these difficulties will be ob- 
viated; more attention and care will be given to the prose- 
cution of offences, and of course punishment will oftener 
follow the footsteps of guilt. Such a court will also be a 
greater terror to evil-doers than those under the present. or- 
ganization; and it will not only punish more effectually, but 
will, for that very reason, deter many of those classes above 
alluded to from coming within itsreach. ‘This court will be 
greatly beneficial to the other portions of the state, as a sort 
of frontier guard, a barrier against the inroad of vice, a 
levee against the verflow of crime. In addition, your 
committee would observe, that they have no doubt that the 
amount which the state has to pay annually, on account of 
ineffectual prosecutions, and for other causes arising out of 
the present system, would exceed the annual expense of a 
separate criminal court. These are some of the reasons 
which haye influenced your committee in arriving to a con- 
clusion favorable to the object of the resolution; and in 
accordance therewith, they have instructed me to report a 
bill to be entitled An act to establish in the counties of War- 
ren, Claiborne, Jefferson, Adams and Wilkinson, an inferior 
court of criminal jurisdiction.

committee view with particular and deep concern the pe- 
culiar condition in which the slave question presents itself 
in those states at the present time: for when we see sove- 
reiya communities united under a solemn compact, which 
guarantees and secures this institution to those of their co- 
states In which it exists, in direct violation of this compact 
of their Union, permitting the organization and establish- 
ment of societies among them, whose openly avowed object 
isthe Immediate abolition of slavery in those states, even 
at the risk of sacrificing the Union, aud the lives of the 
ewners of the slave. We think it high time to assume a 
ärm and determined stand, and imperiously demand of our 
northern coniederates the immediate adoption of such mea- 
sures as will ensure the entire suppression (within their bor- 
ders) of the incendiary movements of this lawless band of 
fauatics, who are thus meditating the destruction of our 
peace and very social existence. We claim the right to 
manie this demand of our northern brethren, as well from 
the sacred obligations which every state is under, by the 
great and acknowledged principles of international law, not 
only to abstain from any interference in the internal affairs 
of another, calculated to disturb its peace and quietude, but 
te prohibit its inhabitants from thus intermeddling, by im- 
posing the severest punishment on the offenders, or by sur- 
rendering them up, to be punished by the authorities of the 
state whose rights and tranquillity they shall have thus as- 
sailed and jeopardized; as also from the very nature of the 
compact of our Union, which expressly secures and guaran- 
tees the rights of preperty, the peace and the protection of 
each and the whole. i 

F has been urged by some, that any attempt upon the part 
of the northern states to enact laws to suppress the proceed- 
ings of the abglition societies, and the publication of their 
opinions, would be a violation of the rights and liberties of 
the press; but your committee are not among those who 
believe that it would be a violation of the rights of the press 
is prevent and suppress, by the severest legal punishment, 
the plotting of the most criminal and diabolical designs 
against the peace and happiness of a sisterstate. No press 
can or E to be free to disseminate treasonable, incendi- 
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ery documents; and a neighboring neutral country, who was 
not united ious in the bonds of sisterhood. could not certain. 
ly wish io stir up our slaves to rebellion, for the purpose of | 
seeing our women and children massacred, and our fair land 
deluged in blood. Your committee were much gratified at 
the course pursued by the post office department in relation 
to this subject; and we confidently hope that congress may 
take such steps as will effectually prevent the Unites States 
mail from being prostituted to the unhallowed purpose of 
conveying these infamous publications; but should she not, 
it will devolve upon our state government to adopt such mea- 
sures for that purpose as the wisdom of the legislature shall 
deem most advisable. Your committee would suggest the 
propriety of passinga law, imposing the severest punishment 
upon any person who shall be found distributing, or who 
shall have distributed, or ia any manner circulated, any of 
this kind of magazines, pamphiets, or publications, and to 
recommend to our fellow-citizens to use redoubled exertions 
to prevent their introduction or circulation in this state. 
And while we recommend the necessity of using every pos- 
sible means for the protection of our rights and safety with- 
in this state, we would also recommend the propriety of re- 
quiring of our sister states oí the north, the immediate adop- 
tion of such measures as will effectuaily prevent the printing 
and sending amung us these incendiary publications. Your 
committee most fuliy concur in the views of our late worthy 
acting executive, in his able and patriotic message to the 
legislature, that “ The morality, the expediency and dura- 
tion of the institution of slavery, are questions which belong 

xciusively to ourselves, and that it would degrade the char- 
acter of a sovereign state to step down into the arena of 
controversy. and discuss the morality, the propriety, or wis- 
dom of her civil institations, with foreign powers, or with 
seit-consüiuted associations of individuals, who have no 
right to question them." — Ourinstitutions are our own, and 
so long as we see fii to continue them, we recognize the right 
in no power or person on earth to interfere in any manner 
with them. And while we would extend to eur sister states 
every courtesy which friendsaip and sisterly love would dic- 
tate, we would, in the mest respectful terms, say to them, 
that this is a question in which we can have no party, no 
discussion; and we mest positively require the abolitionists 
of the north to leave us in the quiet possession of our insti- 
tutions, and cease their unhallowed exertions to disturb our 
peace and quietude. 
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Agreeable to the views herein sel forth, your committee 

beg leave to offer the following resolutions for adoption:* 
GEO. H. GORDON, . 
. Chairman. 

Resolved, That the people of the state of Mississippi look 
upon the institution of domestic slavery, as it exists among 
them, not as a curse, but as a blessing,as the legitimate condi- 
tion of the African race, as authorized both by the laws ef God 
and the dictates of reason and philanthropy; and that they 
hope to transmit this institution to their posterity, as the best 
part of their inheritance. 

Resoloed, That we hold our institution of domestic slavery 
like all our other domestic institutions, as sacred from the 
touch of foreign interference; we hold discussion upon this 
subject as equally impertinent with discussion upon our rela- 
tions with our wives and children, and we will allow no pre- 
sent change, or hope of future alteration in this matter. 

Resolved, That by the comity of nations, and still more by 
the compact of Union, it is the duty of every state to pre- 
vent, by the strongest legislative enactments, all treasonable 
and seditious machinations, within its limits, against the in- 
stitutions and safety of sister states, and from this duty ari- 
ses to such states a co-relative right to demand the enact- 
ment of laws to prevent such machinations, when endanger- 
ed thereby. 

Reseloed, That the state of Mississippi respectfully, but 
firmly and decidedly, claims of her sister states of the north, 
as a matter of right, arising out of the law of nations, the 
compact of union, and the dictates of justice and humanity, 
that they interpose, by legislative enactment, to stop the 
abolitionists in their mad career of sedition and crime. 

Resolved, That should our sister states, contrary to our an- 
ticipations, refuse to listen to our just demand, we must re- 
sort to such means of protecting ourselves, as the vital im- 
portance of the subject may warrant; and should this con- 
tingency occur, and the evil still continue, we recommend 
' that the emergency be met by a convention of the slave- 
holding states, whose object shall be to devise such means 
asmay be necessary to preserve our domestic policy invio- 
late to this subject.

amble and resolution. ; 

THOS. H. WILLIAMS, Chairman. 

Wunreag, the attention of the legislature is called, by the 
message of the Governor, to the consideration of our Fed- 
eral Relations, not, as your committee are happy to find, in 
reference to any specific charge against the general govern- 
ment, or any department thereof, but in reference to a theo- 
retical or speculative opinion upon the peculiar tendency of 
eur government, and an enquiry whether the tendency be to 
consolidation or centralism, or to the perpetuation of our 
free institutions in their primitive purity. 

Your committee approach a subject of such magnitude 
with an honest distrust of their ability to perform the task 
to the expectation of this House, or to the satisfaction of the 
community for whom we are legislating, but with a determ- 
ination notto shrink from the performance of any duty that 
may be imposed upon them by this honorable body. Your 
committee concur in the opinion that the constitution of the 
United States was formed by a confederation of states, with 
certain defined powers, as delegated and prescribed by the 
constitution, and that the government thereby created is a 
government to the full extent of the powers therein dele- 
gated, and that the controling power of the states cannot 
be required so leng as that government keeps within its 
prescribed limits. Your committee entertain the opinion, 
that so long as the government shall be administered in its 
original purity, its tendency cannot be to consolidation or 
centralism; but, on the contrary, its march must be on- 
ward. It is then only by an improper administration of the 
government that the much deprecated evil can arise; there- 
fore, as a speculative opinion, your committee cannot with- 
hold the declaration, that they have an abiding confidence 
in the stability of our republican institutions, and that the 
constitution of the United States, planned by the genius 
and consecrated by the blood of our revolutionary fathers, 
will, if strictly observed, secure the liberty and protect the 
interest of this community tothe latest posterity. But your 
committee believe, that after the experience of half a cen- 
tury in the actual operation of our complex system of gov- 
ernment, speculative opinion upon such a subject must be 
uninteresting to all, and especially when considered in 
connexion with the important trust they are required to 
perform as representatives of the people. Your committee 
therefore ask the indulgence of the House for a small di- 
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gression, by way of application to the actual condition of 
our affairs, and, in so doing, your committee are met at the 
threshold by the interrogatory, How has the system suc- 
ceeded? Has the present government been found adequate . 
to the protection of the lives, liberty and interests of its 
citizens? Te all of which your committee answer, with the 
proudest emotions—emotions which must meet with a cor- 
responding feeling of pride and gratulation in each member 
of this body—that it has, even beyond the anticipation 
of its most ardent admirers, at the period of its adoption, 

Your committee are aware that a sizict construction of 
the constitution has not always been maintained, but they 
have an abundant source of consolation in the reflection, 
that a sure if not a speedy corrective has always been found 
through the medium of the ballot box. 

The establishment of a United States Bank had, perhaps, 
as strong a tendency to consolidate the government, under- 
mine our republican institutions aud destroy the liberties of 
ihe people as any other measure that has yet been adopted; 
but the virtue and intelligence of the people have frewned 
upon cuch an institution, and a vesiige only remains. 

Admouisbed by recent events that, in some sections of the 
country, a centripetal force preponderates over the centri- 
fugal, your commiitee are strongly impressed with the opin- 
ion, that the government sust have found at least its proper 
equilibrium, and that the restrictions and limitationscontain- 
ed in the constitution, sustained by the virtue and intelli- 
gence of ihe community, are amply sufficient to perpetuate 
the freedom cf the peuple and the independence of the 
Union. 

To these conclusiones, veur committee have arrived from 
an honest conviction, iket. notwithstanding the various inci- 
dents that have occurred ia our political history, the repub- 
lican simplicity of the present administration has not been 
surpassed by any that Las preceded it. l 

On the subject of the disposition of tbe Surplus Revenue 
your committee have bestowed much reflection. Situate 
remote as we are from the seat of the national government, 
your committee have considered the late report of the Se- 
cretary of the "Treasury as furnishing (ie best information 
witLin our reach. From that report your committee learn, 
that there is a large surphis in the national treasury, the 
disposition of which, should it still continue to increase, may 
at some day merit the serious consideration of American 
statesmen. But, at the present time, we are admonished 
by the same report that there will he a rapid decline ef rey- 
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enus, estimated for the present year at three-millions of 
dollars, with a strong probability of a continued decline till 
the year 1812, at which time it is doubtful whether the rev- 
enue will not fall short of the actual expenditure of the go- 
vernment. 

Your committee believe that our present relations with 
France excite reasonable apprehensions of a war with that 
nation, which occurrence would at once create a. demand 
for all our surplus revenue. 

.  Xour committee believe that the limitations of the consti- 

tution and the restrictions of law are suflicient to guard the 
Treasury from unldwfal expenditure, and the community 
from the corrupting influences of the existence of such a 
treasure. But, should these justifiable expectations be dis- 
appointed, your committee would respectfully recommend 
a still farther reduction of the tariff. Therefore, 

Resolved, That it is inexpedient, at this time, to ask the 
co-operation of our sister states in a call for a convention to 
amend the constitution of the United States. 

On motion of Mr. Williams, 

Resolved, That said report be received and agreed to. 

Mr. Fulton moved that one thousand copies of said report, 
together with the preamble and resolution, be printed for the 
use of this House.

That, with a view to the most speedy organization of the 
militia of this state, and that the same might be established 
upon a firm and lasting basis, they have, with great care and 
deliberation, examined so much of the revised statutes, as 
reported by the revisor, as relates to that subject, and have 
found it such as to meet their almost entire approbation. 
The committee are fully sensible of the vast magnitude and 
importance of this subject, and sincerely hope that a state 
so much exposed to internal commotion as ours, will no 
longer continue to occupy her defenceless attitude. À well 
organized and well disciplined militia gives, at all times, the 
very best guarantee of our safety, whether from domestic or 
foreign foes. We have arms that might vie successfully 
With any in the world; but in the present posture of our 
military affairs—our arms completely paralyzed—our ranks 
in disorder—and our whole military costume in the most 
perfect dishabille—any invasion upon our domesticquietude, 
whether from an internal or foreign foe, could be but feebly 
repelled; and ere we could bring nerve io our arms, and 
order to our ranks, defeat and consequent disgrace might be 
our unhappy lot. That these and all other possibleimpending 
dangers may be ayerted; that we may never have cause to 
complain that one overt act of ours has placed a blot upon 
the national escutcheon, the committee recommend the pas- 
sage of a military code, suited to the present condition of 
our state. Such they believe to be the code reported by 
- the revisor. They have tlferefore instructed me to report 

the same, in the form of a bill, to this House, and recom- 
mend its. speedy adoption, with such alterations and amend- 
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zaenis as the legislature in its wisdom may think right and

Mr. Presivenr: 

The undersigned, members of the Committee to whom 
was referred so much of tae message of the Governor, as 
regards our relations with the General Government, would 
respectfully state, that they have given to the subject their 
most deliberate and serious attention,-and that it is with, 
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much reluctance, that they feel constrained to dissent from: 
` the views taken by a majority of the Committee, as expressed 
' in the report submitted to your honorable body, on yester- 


day, Acting in obedience to an express mandate of the - 


Constitution, which, upon his induction into office, he had 
sworn to support, his Excellency, (in recommending to the 
consideration of the Legislature, such measures as he deemed 
. expedient,) has ventured, in reference to the Government 
of the United States,(with which our own is most intimately 
connected.) the following opinions: “That it has been 
viewed through a false medium of consfruction—that in its 
operations, Hs inclination is to centralism; and that its power, 
its patronage, and its fiscal means, may be used as instru- 
menís to control the freedom of elections, and to overawe 
the spirit of republican independence. The first of these 
positions has been demonstrated b; ihe uniform current of 
national legislation, since the foundation of the government, 
The alien and sedition laws, the system of internal improve- 
ment by roads and canals, the imposition of a protective 
tariff, and other instances, equally glaring, which might be 
enumerated, are standing and enduring proofs of the mode of 
construction which sophistry will resort to, when power is 
the end to be attained, and the restrictions imposed by. the 
Constitution, the obstacles to be removed. ‘Fhe second, was 
feared and predicted, by the sagest of American statesmen, 
who wrote and spoke upon the subject prior to the com- 
mencement of the operations of the government, and all 
have received more direct demonstration, and more fearful 
force, from ihe measures of the present Administration.” 
The undersigned, in speaking of the measures of the present 
administration, (although in so doing they discharge a duty,) 
will not refrain from the expression of the opinion, that they 
also thereby exercise a right; ner can they refrain from 
entering their unqualified dissent from the position taken in 
the report of the majority of the committee, that speculative 
opinion upon the principles of our government, must bea 
subject uninteresting to all; especially when itis recollected, 
that the privilege of freely uttering our opinions upon affairs 
of State, is recognized by the Constitution of our own and 
of our sister States, guaranteed in the bond of federal union, 
and asserted and vindicated in the declaration of indepen- 
dence itself, in which it is declared to be a right “dear to 
freemen, and formidable to tyrants only," But they ap- 
‘proach this subject dispassionately, and in a spirit of the 
utmost candor; nor would they feel themselves constrained 
to advert to it at all, but for the direct references made toit 
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in the report of the majority of the Committee. Agreeing 
with the other members of the Committee, that under the 
existing government, a strict construction of the constitu- 
tion has not always been maintained, the undersigned are at 
a loss to know how they arrive at the conclusion, that the 
republican simplicity of the present administration, bas not 
been surpassed by any that has preceded it. If violently 
breaking down the bulworks of the Constitution, insulting 
the dignity of a co-ordinate branch of the government, and 
repeatedly attempting to invade its authority, taking the 
national treasure into the Executive hand, without warrant 
of law, and almost without pretext; the repeated assertions 
in official messages, and other state papers, of principles at 
war with the rights of the States, and which tends to the 
establishment of a grand consolidated government, second 
alone in magnificence to the governments of imperial Rome, 
or military France; if such measures tend to republican 
simplicity, then is the tendency of the present administration 
to that point rapid indeed. 

But the undersigned cannot forbearthe expression of the 
opinion, that such isnotits tendency; but that its operations 
tend directly to a different and opposite result; and that 
from the abuses of patronage, and the rapid increase of the 
means of patronage, results the most appaling to the friends 
of liberty and the constitution, are reasonably to be antici- 
pated. The undersigned, members of your Committee, 
believe that the government of the United States, is the very 
best for the happiness of those who live under it, that human 
wisdom cam devise; but they further believe, that human 
wisdom has never yet devised any that was perfect; and that 
the very idea of a government of checks and balances pre- 
supposes the belief, that some one branch or department 
might attempt, in the course of its operations, to wrest an 
undue share of power from the others, They believe that 
experience has shown, that in our own government, it would 
be easier for the executive branch to attain this undue pre- 
ponderance, than for any other; and thatshould the revenue 

“of the government of the United States, (a more general 
and effective source of patronage than office or honors.) 
continue to increase and to remain in the treasury unexpen- 
ded, that the worst evils alluded to in the message now 
under consideration, might reasonably be expected. We, 
therefore, are of opinion, that the accumulation of a large 
surplus revenue in the treasury of the United States, is, as 
maintained in the message, a national evil; but an evil which 
the undersigned would fain hope, and, indeed, do believe,

, that our country will be relieved from, without the alterna» 
: tiye ofa resort toa Convention of the States; and that the 
tendency of the government of the United States is to 
weaken and to undermine the rights of the States, and to 
concentrate power in itself; but they also believe, that, 
Strong as the tendency is, it will probably be long, if not 
: always, counteracted by the vigilancel of the people, or by 
_the Spartan firmness of some member of the confederacy; 
which, by a timely and determined stand, may check the 
encroachments of federal usurpation, and restore the consti- 
. tution to its original purity. E, C. WILKINSON,

" He buildings. on the Sth day of October, 1535, was fully 
warranted, and deserves the sanction and approval of the 
Legislature. [tis deemed unnecessary for your Committee 
to give a more detailed statement of all the objections to 
this building, as they would readily occur to any member 
who would take the. pains to examine the design and plans 
af the former Architect, or to visit the work, already done, 
within the reach of this House, and finished to the elevation 
of the basement story. This Committee, impressed with 
the necessity for the State te erect, as early as practicable, 
a Capitol for the use of the Legislature, and other officers 
of government, and convinced of the inetliciency of the late 
Architect, as well as the -inapiness of his plan of building, 
felt it to be their duty to examine a design and plan of a 
building, submitted by Mr. William Nichols, (Architect,) for 
a State House. "Phe designs, drawings,description, &c. 
of which, accompany this report for the inspection of mem- 
bers, and which your Committee deem not only beyond ail 
comparison,superior to the former plan adopted by the State, 
but onethai combines in its arrangement, simplicity, beauty 
and strength, with the most perfect harmony and conveni- 
ence,and which we are informed can be completed at an ex- 
pense, not exceeding in amount, the sum that would be re- 
quired to finish the original building proposed by Mr. Law- 
rence. 

Inselecting the plan submitted by Mr. Nichols, your Com- 
mittee were not unmindíul of the necessity of a proper re- 
gard for economy, and at the same time to adopt such a 
butiding, that would comMme-the-necessary requisites end 
finish of a State Capitol, and ethiede-they can confidently 
recommend that of Mr. Nichols, as embracing these 
views. 

There have been many abuses connected with the pro- 
gress of the present building, involving the state in entan- 
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gied contracts and Habilities, growing ont of the latitadin- 
cus diseretion, heretofore given to the State. Architect, and 
likewise from the absence of a proper plan of proteciing 
the interest of the State, in reference to the public buiid- 
ings. There have been referred to the Committee, an im- 
mense volume of documents relating to these abuses, which 
Four Commiitee find themselves unable fully to investigate, 
sufficient enough, at least, to do ample jestice to every par- 
ty concerned. inasmuch as necessarily a mass of testimony 
would have to be taken, and many points of law closely ex- 
amined, all having a bearing upon these facts. We have, 
theceiore, concluded to recommend to the consideration of 
tae Legislature, the propriety of appointing commissioners, 
clothed with full authority to investigate these abuses, and 
io examine and setileall the contracts, accounts and busi- 
ness, any Way connected with the building of the Capitol 
and the Architect; and that they be constituted as a board 
of commissioners, to seperiniend the construction of the 
public buildings, now. or hereafter to be erected by the 
Siate, and to inem alone be granted the power ef making 
all contracts for ihe doing of the work, and furnishing ma- 
teriais necessary ior che completion ofsaid buildings, the same 
being given unter such salutary resiriciions, as the interest 
of the State mer prescribe. 

Your Committee are persuaded ¿hai such a system of su- 
pervising the public improvements at the seat of Govern- 
ment, would be productivo of a great good, and a saving to 
the State of an immense amount of money, and tend great- 
ly to expediie the buildings. Your Commitiee, therefore, 
esk leave to return the papers submitted to them, with a view 
of having them referred to said contemplated board of com- 
missioners, which papers now accompany this report. 

‘Your Committee have, in the course of this report, been 
compelied to speak of the late State Architect, in terms, 
aud in a manner they would have wilingly avoided: bui a 
hich sense of duty imperiously demand of them to speak 
candidly and pointedly upon thet subject thatthe House 

<a be possessed With the reasons that have actuated them in 


Vf; preicrring ancther plan of bulldjge, to that heretofore aig 
A ted by 2 previous Sato, and which wassupmitied by 
ü State i t while we have thus decis- 

reir spoken, we will add, that the Committee do nof mean 
impeach the integrity of Mr. Lawrence, as nothing has 
en investigated bv them, to authorize a reportagainst his 
common honesty, orto arrive at the conclusion, that the Ar 
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ehiteet was conscious of his own want of capacily, or was 
"practising false pretences upon the State. 

The gentleman doubtless estecmed his own powers as an 
Architect and manager, equal to the employment and du- 
ties he undertook for the State; hut, your Committee are of 
opinion, that he greatly mistakes and overrates his own qual- 
ifications, and sincerely regret the necessity of so reporting; 
having, however, entrusted to them the interest of the State, 
and the examination of this subject, can arrive at no other 
conclusion, 

Your Committee recommend that an appropriation be 
made at this session of the Legislature, to progress with the 
building of the Capitol, and to finish the same as early as 
possible, and in a style suited to the character and abund- 
ant means of the State. Impressed with the belief, that 
Jackson will certainly continue to be the seat of Govern- 
ment of the State, and no effort can successfully be made to 
remove it to any other point, short of the time prescribed by 
the constitution, we are, therefore, of opinion, that the 
Capitol should be immediately built, and finished in a style 
having a reference to its permanent location; for to indulge 
an idea that any state of things can possibly occur to induce 
a belief of its probable removal, would, in the miads of your 
Committee, reflect upon the justness of the State, particu- 
larly where a number of individuals wereinduced to invest 
their money in the purchase of town lots of the State, un- 
der an assurance of the continuation and permanency of 
the seat of government at Jackson, and it will hardly be 
supposed, that the State would descend from that elevation 
of character she proudly occupies, for justice and sincerity, 
to disappoint the expectations or ruin the property of any 
portion ef her citizens. Aside of these reasons, there are 
many others that warrant the assurance, that the Capitol of 
this State can never be removed from its present location. 
The number of rail roads, now under progress, by the system 
of Internal Improvements so aptly got up among us, by the 
enterprise and patriotism of our citizens, most of which either 
terminate or pass through the town of Jackson, together with 
the vast body of productive lands that surround it, certainly 
augurs the future greatness of the place, and the belief that 
it will at no very distant day, become an important, popu- 
ulous and highly improved city, and furnish a depot and 
market place for the surrounding country, 

Your Committee, therefore, repeat the necessity ofa spee- 
dy appropriation, to build the Capitol and government 
house, and, have accompanied this report by a bill to that ef- 
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fect: And also submit a report from Mr. Nichols, the Ay. 
chitect of the State, (by the Executive appointment) for the 
examination of the house,

Mr. Prentiss made the following report: 

Mx.SrzakEgn— The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom 
was referred so much of the late Governors message as Te- 
lates to the treaties with the Chickesaw Indians, and the 
rights of this state to the sixteenth section and the five per 
«ent, upon the sales of the lands, embraced in said treaties, 


ask leave to report: 
~ That they have approached the subject submitted to their 


consideration with no ordinary degree of anxiety and solici- 
fade. H involves questions of the highest magnitude, sut? 
as seldom occur, and which require to be treated with much 
delicacy. Whether the United States, in their treaty will 
the Chickasaw Indians, have disregarded the rights of thi 
staie and violated their compact, both with this state an 
Georgia, is indeed a grave question; equally so, is tha 
which will arise in relation to the remedy, should wearriv 
at the conclusion that our rights have been sacrificed. "Thus 
impressed with the importance of their duty, your commitiet 
will proceed to the investigation. 
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By articles of agreement and cession, entered into by the 
United States and Georgia, A. D. 1802,the State of Georgia 
ceded to the United States, under certain conditions and 
stipulations therein contained, all her right, title and claim 
to the jurisdiction and soil, of the land lying between her 
western boundary and the Mississippi river, including the 
present State of Mississippi. Among the conditions of said 
articles is one, that *the lands so ceded should be held as a. 
common fund, for the use and benefit of the United States, 
Georgia included, and should be applied to no other use or 

urpose whatever. "There is also another stipulation, that 
should the United States, after the lapse of one year, cede 
any part of said lands on account of claims laid thereto, 
- other than those recognizedin said articles, then the cession 
of Georgia, to the right of soil over the lands thus ceded, 
should be absolutely null and void, and said lands should 
revert to Georgia. 

Afterwards Congress, by an act passed March 3d, 1803, 
reserved section, number sixteen, in each township, for the 
support of schools within the same, which reservation has 
been re-asserted by various other acts, and has been univer- 
sally recognized as a direct and irrevocable grant, for the 
uses above mentioned, of section number sixteen, in every 
township of land, embraced in said ceded territory, not then 
otherwise disposed of, and in which the United States had 
the right of soil, at the time ofthe grant. 

By an act of Congress, passed Mareh Ist, 1817, provision 
was made for admitting a portion of the ceded territory, 
comprising this State, into the Union; and the State when 
formed, was to be admitted on the same footing with the 
original States, in all respects whatever. 

By the fourth section of this act, however, the convention 
was by an ordinance to relinquish all right or title to the 
waste or unappropriated lands in said territory; and the 
“same were to remain at the sole and entire disposition of 
the United States, and to be exempt from taxation in the 
hands of the United States, and for five years after the sale 
thereof. | B 

By the fifth section of the same act, five per cent of the 
nett proceeds of the lands lying within said territory, and 
which should be sold by Congress, from and after the first 
day of December then next ensuing, after deducting expenses 
of sale, was reserved for the use of the State, to be appro- 
priated to the construction of roads and canals. i 

Our State, hy an article appended to the constitution, and 
passed by the convention, accepted the act of Congress, with 
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its conditions and stipulations, which of course, from the 
moment of its acceptance, became the conditions and stipu. 
lations of a contract, equally binding upon both the parties 
thereto. 

Such is a brief history of the various enactments which 
bave relation to’ our claims upon the territory embraced 
within this State. It is here worthy of remark, that the 
articles of agreement and cession, fully recognize the right 
of Georgia, not only to jurisdiction over, but to the right of 
soil in the land, and she conveys as well the claim to juris. 
diction, as the right of soil itself, to the Unied States. 

Upon this point, to wit: that the right of soilin the ceded 
territory, has ever since the cession, existed in the United 
States, and not in the Indian tribes inhabiting the same, de- 
pends the question of cur legal claimto the sixteenth section 
in the Chickasaw country. 

Reservations are grants—as such, they have always been 
construed by legislative bodies and judicial tribunals. A 
legislative grant is a compact, equally absolute and binding, 
as ifmade by an individual. The reservation or grant of 
the sixteenth section, in the act of 3d of March, 1803, was 
an absolute and unconditional grant, for the uses therein 
mentioned, of the sixteenth section of every township within 
the ceded territory, with the exceptions contained in the 
act, so far as the United States had, at that time, the power 
to make such grant. 

if the rights ofsoil or fee simple was in the United States, 
then the said act entirely divested them of title, and so soon 
as the sixteenth section became designated or located in any . 
township, by actual survey, the full legal title thereto be- 
came fixed in the State, or the trustees appointed for that 
purpose; and such title relates back, and takes effect from 
and by virtue of said act of the 3d March, 1803. If this 
position be correct, then no subsequent act of the United 
States, either by treaty or otherwise, could divest our vested ` 
right, and any grantor sale by them, of the ceded territory, 
could only convey the same, subject to our lien upon the 
sixteenth section, whenever ascertained by actual location 
and survey. 

Had then the United States, at the time of granting the 
sixteenth section, the righi of soil, or the ultimate fee in the 
lands embraced in the Chickasaw couniry? Undoubtedly 
they had, unless it resided in the Indians. But this doctrine 
has been well settled. By the law of nations, wandering 
tribes of savages are not considered as having any fee or 
seisin, in thelands over which they roam. 
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By the universal consent at least of all the southern 
States, the Indian tribes within their limits, are not recog- 
nized as having any other title to lands, than that of mere 
occupancy, the right of soil residing in the State, or in the 
United States. This position is also sustained by repeated 
decisions of the supreme federal court. In the case of 
Fletcher vs. Peck, 6th Cranch, it is decided that the nature 
of the Indian title, is not such as to be repugnant to a 
seisin in fee on the part of the State, within whose bounda- 
ries the lands lie. Subsequently in the case of the lessee of 
Johnson et. al, vs. McIntosh, 8 Wheaton, the same tribunal 
decides that the right of soil in lands occupied by the Indi- 
ans, resides in the sovereign; that the Indians have the mere 
right of occupancy; and that their lands are subject to be 
sold, even while in their possession. This is the true and 
acknowledged doctrine, and such as this State has always 
maintained. 

Your committee feel authorized, therefore, in laying down 
the following position:—1st. The right of soil or ultimate 
lee in the lands embraced in the treaty with the Chica- 
saws, resided originally in the State of Georgia. 2d. By 
the articles of agreement and cession, that right of soil be- 
came vested in the United States. 3d. By the act of March 
3d, 1803, the United States granted that same right of soil 
in every sixteenth section, in trust for the use of schools, 
which grant was as absolute and binding, and conveyed as 
much title as the grant from Georgia to the United States. 
If these positions be correct, and your committee do not 
think they can be contradicted, the conclusion is inevitable 
that this State has always had a vested legal right to the 
sixteenth section, which right could be effected by no act 
on the part of the United States. Your committee will now 
proceed to examine how far this right has been respected by 
the treaty with the Clickasaws, referred to their exami- 
nation. 

This treaty was made at the city of Washington, on the 
21th day of May, 1834, between the United States and the 
Chickasaw Indians. In relation to its provisions it is suffi- 
cient to state, that the whole of the Chickasaw country, 
containing about six millions of acres of the fairest portion 
of this State, is disposed of without a single reference to our 
elaims upon the school sections. 

The right ofthe Indians to the soil itself is, in effect, recog- 
nized; large portions of the lands are reserved to them in 
fee simple, and the remainder, by provisions of the treaty, 
is to be surveyed and sold by the United States, as trustees 
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States, that this State shall be entitled to five per cent upon 
the proceeds of' sales of said lands. 

Now these stipulations were manifestly made in consid- 
eration of each other; this State would never have so far 
parted with her sovereign right, to tax the property within 
her jurisdiction, except in consideration of the compensa- 
tion she was to receive in the five per cent upon the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of those very lands, she had exempted 
from taxation. 

Your Committee are decidedly of opinion, that by a fair 
construction of the compact, the five per cent was intended 
by the parties to be in lieu of taxation,—and that conse- 
quently, both the legal aud equitable construction must be, 
that all lands exempted by this compact from taxation, were 
subject to the reservation of the five per cent, upon the pro- 
ceeds of the sale thereof. Your Committee further conceive 
that any donation, grant or reservation of said lands, with- 
out provision to compensate this state for the five -per cent, 
to which she would have been entitled upon a sale, is a man- 
ifest violation of the contract. It is evident that said con- 
iract does not contemplate any other disposition of the pub- 
lic lands, than by a bona fide sale, co-extensive with the ex- 
emption from taxation. By the Chickasaw Treaty, both the 
letter and spirit of the contract are violated. Inthe sales 
which actually do take place, our five per centis not reser- 
ved, and the reservations permitted in said treaty,are equal- 

ly destructive to our rights. 

'  YXour Committee wish it to be distinctly understood, that 
_they conceive donations and reservations of the public lands, 
as much a breach of contract on the part of the United 
States, as an absolute withholding of the five per cent upon 
actual sales. ‘They look upon thestipulation, that this State 
should have five per cent upon the proceeds of the sale of 
public lands, as an implied contract, to sell said lands, and not 
to give them away. This observation will extend equally 
to the donations and reservations, embraced in the Choctaw 
Treaties. 

And now, your Committee having exhibited their views 
of the rights of this State to the schoal sections, and to the 
five per cent, and having shewn that these rights are wholly 
disregarded by the Chickasaw Treaty, will proceed to the 
more important part of their duty, to-wit: the consideration 
of the remedy. In relation to the sixteenth section, provi- 
ded your Committee are right in the views they have taken, 
there can be no difficulty. Your Commiitee have already 
stated, that they view our claim for the sixteenth section as 
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a vested legal right, which has existed assuch, ever since 
the act of ISS3—uch a right, as ib was totally out of the 
power of the United Statcs to touch or affect, by their trea- 
ty with the Chickasaws. . o 

Year Committee are, therefore, of opinion, that this state 
Las, at this time, a vested legal title in fee simple, to the six 
teenth section of every township in the territory embraced 
in ¿he Chickasaw Treaty, even though suchsixteenth section 
have been sold by the United States, orembraced in an In- 
dian reservation. 

Your Committee would recommend that we assert at once, -

Mo one will doubt that thestip- 
ulation on the part of this State, not to tax lands, the prop- 
f the United States, wis made in consideration of the 
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then, the United States pleases fo violate the contract, and 

to part with six millions of acres of the lands embraced in 

the stipulation—-surely it is not improper for this State also - 
io abandon the contract to the same extent. H the contract 
isabandoned, then the original right of taxation, tomes in, 
not as a new remedy, but simply as placing the parties in 
slaiu quo. The remedy then, advised by this Committee, is 
simply to permit the contract to be abandoned, so far as the 
United States have chosen to abandon it, and to consider 
the Chickasaw lands as if no contract had ever existed in 
relation tothem. Of course then, they would be subject to 
taxation, like other lands within the jurisdiction of this State. 

There ‘is another consideration in favour of the course 
adopted by the committee. The United States, as before 
stated, have in the Chickasaw treaty in substance, repudia- 
ted the right of soil in themselves, and have, in fact, recog- 
nized it, as existing in the Indians. But this State only stip- 
ulated, not to tax lands, the property of the United States. 
This stipulation does not extend to lands, the property of 
Indians. The United States, then, by this very treaty, are 
estopped from claiming any exemption, of these lands, from 
taxation, as their property. es 

Your Committee, in conclusion, recommend to the Legis- / 
lature, forthwith to enact such laws as may be necessary, to * 
subject the lands embraced in the Chichasaw treaty, to tax- ; 
ation, like other lands within the State. RUP

Mr. Prentiss also made the following report: 

Mir. Spzaxer—The committee on the judiciary, to whom 
was referred “a bill io be entitled an act to establish a 
board of internal improvement in this State,” have had the 
same under consideration, and herewith report: 

From an examination of said bill, the committee are of 
opinion, that the ends sought to be obtained thereby, could 
not be accomplished by passing the same into a law. The 
bill proposes to establish a novel system of internal improve- 
ment, by dividing the state off into four districts, uncer the 
management and direction of four commissioners, (one for 
each district.) who are constituted a general board of inter- 
nal improvement, with perpetual succession, and are created 
a body potitic for that purpose, and having particularly in 
view the disbursement of the three per cent fund. Such a 
system would, in the opinion of your committee, conflict with 
any extended scheme of internal improvement, that the 
interest of the State mighi hereafier suggest, and cripple, 
rather than foster, so desirable an object. 

‘Phe bill provides lor the appropriation of two thirds of 
said fund, in the purchase of negroes forthe use of the 
State, and to be emploved in making the improvements 
conteniplated by said bill; investing the title cf that pro- 
perty in the governor for the time being, and his successors 
in office; a provision, to sav the least, objectionable in this 
particular. TLat it should never be the policy of the State 
to become the holder ofthat species of property, as the deli- 
cate relations that subsist between master and siave, could 
not exist through a State agency. The bill also imposes an 
additional burthen upon the Governor, who is mede to be 
ex oficio President of said board of commissioners, the duties 
of which place would, to some extent, interfere with his 
other executive business. The committee also think it in 
direct violation with the intent and meaning of the act of 
Congress granting this fund, and for these, and other rea- 
sons, have instructed their chairman to report unfavorable 
on said bill.

<The committee on education, to whom was referred so 

| much of the Governor's message as relates to that impor- 
tant subject, bave given it strici attention and deliberate 
investigation, and have instructed me to make the fol- 
lowing report: | 

The subject of pepular education has, of late years, ex- 
cited much of ihe public attention; and however trite itmay 
have become, to the statesman and philanthropist, it has lost 
none of its intrinsic importance. The broad blaze of in- 
telligence that is irradiating the country, has given, in the 
minds of the many, an intense feeling for its onward ad- 
vancement, and the wider spread of its beneficial influ- 
ences. Whether viewed in a political, moral, or social re- 
lation, it commands the highest attention, and presents to 
those whese energies are directed to the cause, a boundless 
field for usefulness and melioration to mankind. 

Perhaps the advantages of education cannot be better 
illustrated, than by showing the effects it has had upon com- 
munities where it has been general, which of course will 
lead us to take a cursory review of the state of society, 
where i£ has been confined to the few. . 

intelligence has ever been, and must continue to be, the 
precursor of free principles in every country. Those in- 
stitutions that are not based upon it, are, as to permanence 
and durability, ^like the baseless fabric of a vision,” and lia- 
ble to be overturned and demolished by the vacillating ac- 
tions and impulses of an ignorant multitude. In the gov- 
ernments of antiquity, there was no rational liberty; phy- 
sically and mentally, the great mass of the people were in 
bondage, bondage the most servile and humiliating, as they 
were not left to regulate their actions by the light of their 
natural, though uncultivated reason—it was mystified and 
obscured by the gross and degrading superstitions of the 
times, The learned few, in order to retain the more se- 
curely the power they had in their own hands,readily gave 
into or invented those superstitions which were adapted to 
suit their own conveniences. In matters of importance, 
where they were fearful the people could not be led to act 
promptly, according to their desires, they had but to appeal 
to their superstition and their implicit faith in the divinity 
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below the standard of modern times! Greece was-a nation 
of oraiors, philosophers and warriors, in despite of the trame 
mels and shackles with which she was bound; but the great 
mass of the people were enslaved, in every sense of the 
term. Athens, the focus of intelligence, philosophy and 
science, shed but few lights for the multitude; her schools 
were for the elite; her porticos, her lyceums and her gar- 
deus were not frequented by the rabble. And what was 
Roms and the Roman people in the zenith of her glory and 
achievements? This proud mistress of the world was but a 
servile imitator of Greece, rivaling her perhaps in her mil- 
itary chieftains, but always her tributary in mind: she had 
no schools that did honor to her patricians, and none that 
diffused their blessings among the plebians. The populace 
were debased by their unhallowed superstitions, their wor- 
ship of gods, and their apotheosis of men, while their states- 
men, orators and philosophers were yielding homage to 
Athenian learning, by attending the school, of its rhetori- 
cians and sages. 

The condition of society during the middle ages was still 
more deplorable, The lights of former ages were extin- 
guished; the wrilings of former times were buried among 
the archives of state, or lay mouldering in unread libraries; 
the eruption of the northern horde of barbarians, the Goths,. 
the Vandals, and the Huns, that issued, as by enchantment, 
from their unknown fastnesses, to overrun the Roman em- 
pire and the most of Europe, seemed to embue every thing 
they touched with their unlettered ignorance and savage 
character; the tide of civilization rolled backwards, and the 
world was steeped in more profound darkness than it had: 
ever known. The people were in a state of absolute vas-- 
salage; governments were petty states, ruled by petty ty- 
rants, and the loftiest ambition of the subject, was the mere: 
gratification of the animal appetites. The Pope was the 
acknowledged vicegerent of heaven, and trode upon the- 
necks of sovereigns. The thunders of the Vatican were 
listened to with as much. terror, as the thunders of the Al- 
mighty; and the papal decrees were more powerful than the- 
tongue of the orator or the sword of the warrior, in dethron- 
ing a monarch or dissolving an empire. Buta new charac- 
ter was shortly to be given to the times, by the fanaticism 
of a few men, calling upon christians and christendom to 
redeem the holy sepulchre from the possession and pollution 
of the Moslems. All Europe was successively in arms upon: 
the holy crusades. Pilgrims and princes left their homes- 
and their thrones, and rushed forward. in the melee, to bate- 
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fle for the sepulchre of Christ. The influence, however, 
of these wars, began in foliy, was most advantageous to so- 
ciety. They excited a spirit of enterprise; they made the 
countries of Earope familiar with each other and their vast 
resources; they instituted commerce between nations; the 

enlightened the people and their rulers; they emulated the 
intelligent to search after the hidden treasures of ancient 
learning; they gave the people new ideas of freedom and 
personal liberty; indeed a new spring was given to the mo- 
tions of every class of society. ‘The age of chivalry follow- 
ed; delicaie notions of honor pervaded the whole country; 
more enlightened views of liberty began to be taken, and 
the unrestrained freedom of personal actions was most te- 
naciousiy and inviclably insisted upon. The revival of learn- 
ing began; the manuscripis of the ancients were taken from 
the monasteries of the monks; the art of printing was in- 


vented, and scattered still wider the learning of past and. 


present times; the troubadours añd trouveres, the bards and 
druids,sang of love and liberty, añike at the palace and cot- 
tage, and disseminated through all classes of society the 
principles and feelings of those two ruling passions of the 
human heart. With the lights of knowledge society was 
rapidly ameliorating; and had no checks been laid upon the 
people acquiring the increasing learning of the times, and 
a knowledge of their rights, long ere this christendom would 
not have had a crowned head init. But the patriotic bards 
were in some degree silenced;* a ban was laid upon the 
press; and the manacles of the feudal system were rivited 
still tighter and stronger upon the people. Nothwithstand- 
ing these burthens, a gradual progress in improvement has 
been making. As intelligence increased, the vassalage of 
the feudal system decreased—link by link has been broken, 
until the whole chain of oppression has been thrown aside. 
Bat in monarchial governments it is the poliey to retard the 
enightenment of the people, and ihe royal and aristocratic 
interests have been but too successful in their diplomacy 
against the other classes of society. 

i was the destiny of our young but fourishing country, 
io be the theatre where the broadest, most liberal, and 
universal system of education was to scatter iis blessings in 
profusion among mankind. "When our pilgrim fathers, for 
opinion’s sake, first left their homesand their inglesides, their 
friends and their country, to seek an asylum from their perse- 


* Vidward I ordered af] the druids in his dominions to be put 10 death ens 
sertain cay. 
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cutions in the deep bosoms of an American forest, some of 
their royal charters contained special provisions for the esta- 
blishment of schools, and the support of education. These 
institutions were nurtured with maternal solicitude. Wher- 
ever the population admitted, schools were established for 
the common benefit of every citizen; and, in order to be as 
independent of foreign institutions as possible, and to instil 
into the minds of the young, an attachment and love for 
their own country, colleges were erected for the higher 
branches of learning. Thus a general intelligence was 
diffused through the whole county. As the knowledge of 
the people increased, they were able to appreciate their 
rights, and were tenacious of them. The importance of the 
«colonies was more discoverable to themselves and the world, 
and nothing but a common bond of Union and confederacy 
kept them from being a great nation. A common cause at 
length united them; their wrongs could not be borne by 
freemen; the rod of the tyrant was too galling; their rights 
sacrificed, and their liberties trampled, roused the slumber- 
ing Sampson to put forth his strength; the intelligence of 
the country, nerved the hearts of that band of patriots, who 
pledged their lives, their property and their sacred honor, 
tostrike for freedom, and they struck notin vain. 

The effects of education upon the political condition ofa 
country, are too palpable to be farther dwelt upon. Know- 
ledge and liberty are twin sisters, that walk hand in hand 
"together. When the people are enlightened, they will be 
free. Education operates no less benignly upon the moral 
and social relations of life. There is but one government in 
Europe, where a general system of education prevails to any 
considerable extent; and in that, Prussia, perhaps crimes are 
less prevalent than in any nation on the continent. To the 
same cause, is to be attributed the perceptible differente in 


the moral condition of the different portions of our own 


country. l 

The older members of the confederacy have marcheg 
boldly onward in the great cause of education. Their ex- 
ample is worthy of imitation; and shall we not follow it? 
Shall Mississippi, patriotic in feeling and ample in resources, 
not go forward in the same cause? Will not the lights of 
New England cheer us, and will not the efforts of our young 
sister States, spur us on to duty and noble emulation? An 
appeal to the good sense of the public servants of the people, 
ought to be sufficient; but an appeal to their pride, must be 
irresistable, to make them lend their efforts to the accom- 
plishment of some general and beneficial system of education. 
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Shall we sit here to make laws for the punishment of the 
criminal, who, perhaps, is incapable of comprehending those 
laws, and make no effort to enlightenfhim? Shall we sit 
here to incorporate banks for commercial facilities, and 
make no atiempt to ameliorate the moral and domestic con- 
dition of society? Shall we sit here to charter rail roads, for 
the rapid transportation of. produce, and keep the mind 
shrouded in Gothic darkness, without an effort to tear aside 
the veil that makes this moral night? 

Mississippi is almost exhaustlessin resources, and we should 
riot be timid inusing them, where the benefits flowing from 
such use, are so manifold. Munificent donations, in other 
States, have been made for the endowment of colleges, 
academies and common schools. We cannot be alive to our 
own interest, if we do not the same—-otherwise, our State 
must continue tributary to other States, in all the higher 
branches of learning, while the great mass of her population 
are left uninstracted. 

The committee recommend the erection and endowment 
ofa University, to be situated at some point which the Legis- 
lature shall determine; and the committee propose the town 
of in the county of 
as asuitable place for said location; of an academy in every 
county; and of a common school in every township, where 
- the population is not too sparse. The committee are deci- 
dedlv of opinion, that where the profits of the school lands 
are not suficient in each township in the State to support 
one school, a tax shall be levied on the tenable property in 
said township, to support one school; and that the citizens of 
each township in the State, shall have the power to levy e 
tax on all the taxable property in their respective town- 
ships, to support as many schools as they may believe are 
necessary for the education of all the children in said town- 
ships—a majority of the qualified voters in said townships, 
voting for the same. 

Thus a general system of education will be commenced 
and permanently established in the State. ‘These institu 
tions will mutually act and re-act upon each other. The 
student will commence at the common school, advance io 
the academy, and thence to the university; the universily 
will furnish teachers for the academies, and the acade- 
mies for the common schools. In Prussia, there are distinct 
schools for the education of teachers; in New York, in each 
one of the principal seminaries, there is a separate class set 
apart for their instruction, A plan somewhat after that of 
‘NewYork might be adopted. Let there be a distinct class 


“in the university, for the education of teachers for the acade- 
mies; and in each academy, a class for the teachers for 
common schools. 

The committee have examined that part of the revised 
code, presented by the revisor to this Legislature, which 
relates to the subject of education. They approve of the 
plan set forth in said revised code, but differ with the revisor 
in some of the details of the bill presented. They believe, 
however, with slight alterations, that said plan and bill, pre- 
sented by the revisor, can be-made to meet the views of the 
committee, as set forth in this report. 

The Legislature having determined notto act on the 
revised code at the present session, the committee recom- 
mend the postponement of this important subject, until the 
final action of the Legislature on the revised laws, which, 
they hope, will not be deferred more than twelve months.

The committee met in the Senate chamber, on Wednes- 
day evening, the, 10th of February, and having come to 
order, the chairman read a communication (marked A, and 
herewith filed,) from John H. Mallory to Joshua Murray. 
Joshua Murray was then duly sworn to give evidence touch- 
ing the subject before the committee, and the following 
interrogatories were propounded, 

Question. Do you know this letter to be in the hand- 
writing of Major Mallory? 

Answer. No, not positively. 
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Whereupon, Col. Buckner Harris was sworn, and the 
following questions asked him. 

Question. Do yoa keow this letter lo be ia the hand-wri- 
ting of Major Mallory? 

Answer. Yos; that is his hand-writing. 

The chairraan then read a copy of a letter (marked B, 
ant herewith filed,) from Joshua Murray, in reply to the 
commonication of John H. Mallory, and the following ques- 
tions were then propounded to said Murray. 

wuestion. Will you state to the cemmittee, whether this 
is a copy of the letter sent by you to Major Mallory? 

Answer. Yes—there may be some slight variations, though 
I was very cautious in keeping a correci copy. 

Question. Are the facts stated in that letter true? 

Answer. They are to the best of my knowledge. 

Question. Did the conversation stated to have taken 
place in that letter, occur in the manner, and under the 
circumstances therein stated? 

Answer. It did, to the best of my recollection. 

Question. Have you any recollection of having had any 
other conversation with Major Mallory, on that particular 
subject, other than that stated in that letter? 

Answer. No—none other. 

Question. Where do you resid^? 

Answer. In Green county, this State. 

Question. Where aid vou become acquainted with Major 
Mallory? 

Answer. To the best of my recolleciion, in 1816, at Fort 
Montgomery, in the Siate of Alabama. | 

Question. What degree of intimacy has exicted between 
yourself and Major Mallory? 

Answer. The first time lever saw Major Mallory, was at 
Port Montgomery. He was then in the capacity of Pay 
Master to the seventh regiment, and the only intimacy 
exisiing was, that he bought a dozen peaches of me; after 
secing him therc, the next time i recollect to have seen 
him. was at Jackson court house, Miss. The next time I 
recollect to have seen him, was in Mobile; he and myself 
there entered into an agreement, I think about the year 
1818 or 19, that Y would furnish him such articles as he stood 
in need of in keeping a tavern, such as butter, poultry, and 
probably eggs. This contract existed forsix or eight weeks. 
Major Mallory proposed receiving no more articles at the 
prices then agreed on. Major Mallory moved his family 
out to Spring Hill, Mobile couuty, Alabama—1 was in- 
formed by mother orstep father, thatit was Major Mallory's 
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wish that my half sister should go out and stay with Mrs. 
Mallory. I accompanied my half sister. The next of my 
seeing Major Mallory, was at Green court house, in this 
State; perhaps at a public gathering, probably about the 
year 1823 or 4, as well as I recollect, though I am not posi- 
ive. Isaw Major Mallorysome five or six times atdifferent 
places—was at his house-—he was then an acting justice 
of the peace—1 think probably in the year 1824. 1 have 
eaten with Major Mallory four or five times; but have never 
lodged in his house. He never was in my house, to my 
knowledge. After seeing him in Green county, 1 do not 
recollect to have seen him until about the eighth of January 
last; the evening that he and senator Granberry called at 
my room. About the 14th or I5th of January last, Í was in 
conversation with General Falconer, in the street, when 
Major Mallory walked up, and after shaking me by the hand, 
observed that he wished tospeak to me. He observed that 
a rumor had got abroad, he judged from the conversation 
that he had had with me, and assured me, that his nroposi- 
tion to me was made from the purest and most friendiy 
motives to me personally, and he had no intention of in- 
fluencing my vote, and observed that he knew he could not 
do so, had he been so disposed. observed to him, if that 
was the case, that his feelings, or any other gentleman's, 
would be hurt on the occasion. 1 observed to him, if neces- 
sary, 1 would give him a certificate of the facts as they 
occurred between us. That was thelast time we conversed 
on that subject. 

Question. From the time you last saw Major Mallory ta 
Green county, has any correspondence existed between you 
up to the present correspondence? 

Answer. Never sir—none. 

Question. To whom did you first relate the conversation 
which occurred between you and Major Mallory, on the3th 
of January last? 

Answer. To senator Alsbury. 

Question. Did you have any reason to believe, and ifany, 
what, that Major Mallory knew youintended to vote against 
Robert J. Walker? 

Answer. 1 know of none more than what was published 
in the papers, to wit: a resolution of the citizens of Green 
county, instructing me to vote for Mr. Plummer, was pub- 
lished in the State Rights Banner, on the 7th of January 
last. While in conversation, I related to Major Mallory 
‘that that was the case. 


Question. Sicie whether Mr. Granberry had any agency 
im this transaction? = 

Answer. No; he had no agency init. Mr. Granberry 
and Major Mallory came to my room at Major Edwards’. 
I was there introduced to him by Major Mallory; and after 
a few moments, he got up to go to Major Mallory’s, and I’ 
was invited, by Major Mallory, to walk with them. After 
we arrived at Major Mallory's Tavern, 1 was there intro- 
duced to several gentlemen by Major Mallory, and was 
invited to his bar, and some of us took a drink together. 1 
will not be positive that Mr. Granberry drank. 

Question. How long did you remain at Major Mallory's 
office, after the conversation relating to voting for Robert J. 
Walker after the first ballot occurred? 

, Answer, Not exceeding three quarters of an hour. 

Question. Did any conversation take place after the sub- 
ject ofthe senatorial election, before the Clinton Land Office 
subject was introduced? l 

Answer. I think a conversation took piace in relation to 
the collection of the taxes of Green county, which conversa- 
uon was introduced by me for information, Mr. Mallory | 
being Auditor of Public Accounts. Adjourned. 

Tuerspay Evexrye, February llth.— The committee 
met in the Hell af the House of Representatives, pursuant to 
adjournment. The examination of Joshua Murray was con- 
tinued on the part of John 11. Mallory. : 

Question. State al what time, and to whom, you related 
the conversatian which took place between you and Major 
Mallory, relative to the late senatorial election? 

Answer. 1 think about ien o'clock in the morning, on the 
ninth of January, the day of the election for senator, I stated 
to Mr. Alsbury, thai a proposition had been made to me, 
which i would tell him of after the election was over, which 
I accordingly did. l 

Question. When did you first see Major Mallory after 
the conversation between you and him, reziive'to the Clin- 
ton Land Office? 

, Answer. In afew days—I am not positive asto the time. 

Question. What was your deportmenttowards him at that 
time? 

Answer. walked vp to him, shook him by the band, and 
handed him a note, and told him its contents. He opened 
it and read it. 

Question. Did you, or did you nat, say to any one, that 
you did not believe Major Mallory intended to offer you 2 

ribe, or tc influence your vote? 
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Answer. Not to my recollection. 

Question. Will you state, as near as practicable, the con- 
versation held with Robert J. Walker on that subject? 

Answer. Mr. Walker and Mr. Van Norman called at my 
room, the evening before he left here, and asked me what I 
wished him to do for the eastern part of this State. I an- 
swered bothing in particular, more than I wished him to use 
his influence in getting an appropriation to open the bar in 
Pascagoula river. He then observed to me, that some of 
the eastern members should get together, and consult among 
themselves what is best to be done, and address him a note, 
to which I agreed I would. He then, silting on one side of 
asmall table, and I on the other, bent himself over and 
observed, in a low tone of voice, that there was a rumor, 
that some person had offered me a bribe, to influence me to 
vote for him, and as he was going to start the next quorning 
for Washington, he calculated the thing might be made use 
of in the papers, and meet him there; to which I replied, 
I could go so far as to clear him, or any member of either 
branch of the Legislature. 1 think Irelated to him, that a 
proposition had been made to me by some person, but with- 
held the name. He then asked me if it was not made by an 
old friend of mine. Ireplied, by a man I had known, by 
sight, for a number of years, and a slight acquaintance; and 
that I did not know whether it was intended to influence 
me in my vote or not. To which he replied, that that was 
a matter he was not concerned in. That is all I recollect 
to have occurred, 

Question. Were you advised by any one, not a member” 
of this Legislature, that the office wasintended to influence 
your vote? Ifso, at what time, and by whom? 

Answer. I never was advised by any one. 

Question. When did you receive Mallory’s first letter to 
you; state the hour as near as practicable; and when did 
you answer that letter? 

Answer. I think it was on the 27th of January, at night, 
between eight and nine o’clock, in the Senate Chamber, to 
the best of my recollection. [agreed to answer it the next 
day by twelve o’clock; but was not called on, by the person 
requesting an answer, until the House adjourned, which was 
about three o’clock. ' l 

Question, Was that letter written and dictated by your- 
self ? 

The committee decided this question to be irrelavant to 
the subject, and excluded an answer. 

Question. Where were you when the subject of Walker's 
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election was mentioned the first time by Mallory. and how 
long were you there? 

Answer. I was in Major Mallory’s office, (as he called it,) 
and was there, 1 think, between a half an hour and three 
quarters. 

Question. Where were you when the conversation in re- 
lation to the Clinton Land Office was mentioned? 

Answer. I was eighty or ninety yards from Major Mal- 
lory's office, going in the direction of Mr. Eidward's tavern. 

Question. How long did vou remain in Major Mallory’s 
office, before the conversation in relation to Walker's elec- 
tion ceased? 

Answer. 1 do not know exactly how long; but the con- 
versation in relation to Walkers election, took place first 
after going into Major Mallory’s office. i 

Question. Did, or did not, Mallory state`to vou, or in 
words to that effect, that he would obey the will of his con- 
stituents, and that if you were instracted to vote for Plum- 
mer, vou ought to do it? i 

Answer. He might have observed to me, that I ought to 
obey the will of my constituents; but that I could redeem 
my pledge, by voting for Plummer on the first ballot, and 
afterwards voting for Walker. 

Question. How long after you left Mallory’s office, did 
you have the conversation with him in relation to the office 
at Clinton? 

Answer. Xt could not have been exceeding two or three 
minutes, if that. 

Question. How long did you remain in Mallory's office, 
after the conversation in relation to Walker’s election 
ceased? 

Answer. 1 do not think it could have beenexceeding eight 
or ten minutes. . 

Question. Of what office did Mallory speak? 

Answer. The Land Office at Clinton. 

Question. In the conversation in relation to that office, 
did Mallory suggest to you the propriety of voting for Mr. 
Walker? 

Answer. I cannot say that he did; but he observed, that 
he wished me io come up here and live, and that in April 
or May there would he a vacancy in the Land Office in 
Clinton, and that by his influence with Genera] Jackson, 
and the assistance of Mr. Walker, if elected, he could pro- 
cure me that office. 

Question. Did he, at any subsequent time, urge any thing 
in support of Mr. Walker's election? 
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Answer. No—I do not recollect that he ever mentioned, 
Mr. Walkers election after that. 

Re-examined by the committee. 

Question. Was this conversation in relation to your vote 
introduced by Major Mallory or yourself ? 

Answer. 1 believe it was introduced by Major Mallory; 
but 1 will notbe positive. 

Here the charman read a communication (marked C. and 
herewith filed,) from John H. Mallory to Joshua Murray, 
which was proved by B. Harris, Esq., to be in the hand- 
writing of said Mallory; also a communication (marked D, 
and herewith filed,) from William Van Norman, Esq., (he 
being first duly sworn) to be in his hand writing. 

Examination of Anson Alsbury, Esq., who being duly 
affirmed, testifies as follows: 

Question. Did you ever have any conversation with 
Joshua Murray, in relation to a proposition made bim, rela- 
tive to his senatorial vote? If so, state when, where and 
what? 

Answer. A few minutes previous to the meeting of the 
two Houses, for the. election of United States Senator, 
Mr. Murray and myself met in the capitol yard. I do not 
recollect the precise conversation. I think, however, that 
Mr. Murray observed to me, that they had offered him 
$3,000. 1 observed for what? He replied to vote for Mr. 
Walker. I observed by whom? I think he replied by Major 
Mallory, though I will not be certain. Jl asked Mr. Murray, 
if he was offered that much money in cash. He replied no, 
in the way ofa land office. Ido not know whether he said 
inthe way of a land office, or in the appointment to the land 
office at Clinton. 1 asked Mr. Murray some further ques- 
tions on that subject. He refused to tell me any more about 
it at that time, but said after the election was over, he would 
tell me all aboutit. Our conversation then ended. 

Question. Have' you, at any time since the election, had 
any conversation with Mr. Murray on that subject; and if 
any, state what it was? 

Answer. I have had several conversations with Mr. Mur- 
ray on that subject, since that time, but I do not recollect 
the precise conversation. In the subsequent conversations 
with Mr. Murray, the same statement was made to me, with 
the addition of the particulars which occurred between him 
and Major Mallory, in substance as detailed in his letter to 
Major Mallory. 

Question. During the first conversation between you and 
Mr. Murray, was his manner agitated, evincing a sense of 
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the turpitude of the proposition which he supposed had been 
made him, or was it calm? 

Answer. Mr. Murray seemed to be somewhat excited 
upon the subject. I do not think very greatly though. At 
that time I was not much acquainted with Mr. Murray, and 
could notjudge of his feelings by his appearance. 

Examination on the part of J. H. Mallory. 

Question. Do you know of Mr. Murray’s receiving the 
advice of any one, in relation to the conversation alluded 
to? 

Answer. Ido not. 

Question. Do you know that Mr. Murray was advised by 
any one, that the supposed offer made him by Mallory was 
intended to influence his vote? 

Answer. 1 do not recollect to have heard any one say to 
Mr. Murray, that the offer was made to him to influence his 
votes 

Question. Did you ever hear Mr. Murray say that he had 
been so advised? 

Answer. I never did. Adjourned, 

Fray Evenine, February 12th, 1836.—The committee 
met in the hall of the House of Representatives, pursnant 
to adjournment. Y 

Continued examination of Joshua Murray, on the part of 
John EL Mallory. | 

Question. Was the letter published in the Mississippian 
on the 29th of January, over the signature of Joshua Mur- 
ray, addressed to John H. Mallory, a correct copy of the 
original? 

Answer. lam not prepared to say, never having compared 
them. 

- Question. Was the original read to you by any one, or 
did you read it, before publication? 

Answer. I both read it and had it read. 

Question. Did you retain a manuscript copy of ihat let- 
ter, or was a copy of the original sent to Mallory? 

Answer. A copy was sent. 

Question. 1s the original now in your possession? 

Answer. Ihave the first letter in my possession. J do not 
write a fair hand when in a hurry; 1 got a young man who 
roomed with me to transcribe it, The original draft, in my 
own hand writing, after being transcribed, was burnt. The 
letter sent to Mallory contained the substance of the origi- 
nal draft, but not the precise language. 1 also retained a 
copy of the letter sent to Mallory. | 
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Question. Have you the original, of which the one you 
sent to Mallory is a copy, now in your possession? 

Answer. Í have not. I have the original draft as copied 
by this young man. 

Question. Did you compare the original draft with the 
copy taken by the young man of whom you speak? And is 
ita correct copy? 

Answer. I compared it. It is not a correct copy, but 
contains the substance. The one taken by the young man 
is more full. 

Question. Is the letter now in your possession a correct 
copy of the one published in the Mississippian? M 

Answer. I have no letter in my possession but the one*ta- 
ken by the young man. Ihave never compared it with the 
one published in the Mississippian, and therefore cannot say 
that it is a correct copy. The copy I retained I delivered 
to the chairman of the committee. 

Examination of William Van Norman Esq», on the part 
of John H. Mallory. 

Question. Were you present at a conversation between 
Robert J. Walker and Joshua Murray, in relation to the re- 
port of a supposed bribe having been offered said Murray? 

Answer. I was. . 

Question. State the conversation as particular as is prac- 
ticable for you to do? 

Answer. On the night of the 12th of January, I was re- 
quested by Mr. Walker to accompany him to Mr. Murray's 
room, I did accompany him there. When we arrived 
there, we found in the room with Mr. Murray, Mr. Gayden, 
of Amite. Soon after we arrived, Mr. Walker addressed 
Mr. Murray on the subjeet of a report then in circulation, 
that some of the friends of Mr. Walker had offered Mr. 
Murray a bribe to induce Mr. Murray to vote for Robert J. 
Walker for U. S. Senator. Lthink Mr. Walker either asked 
or stated he wished to know whether the report was true or 
not. ‘The attention of Mr. Gayden and myself was called 
to the subject at thattime. The substance of Mr. Murray's 
reply tothe above interrogatory was,that the report was un- 
authorized by him. He further stated, that he could notsay | 
that any person whatever had offered him a bribe; he sup- 
posed that the report had originated from the fact of his 
mentioning a conversation that took place between bim and 
one of his friends, previous to the election of Mr. Walker— 
that he would give the name of the person with whom he had 
this conversation if it was necessary. 1 think Mr. Walker 
said he did not require the name of tbe person with whom 
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he had the conversation. He did not mention the namie of 
the person. Mr. Walker asked him if the gentleman with 
whom he had this conversation had spoken of it, or made 
any allusion to him, or authorized by him. He said that he 
did not. That was the substance of the conversation on 
that subject. There were other.conversations on other sub- 
jects, not necessary to mention. 

Question. Did or did not Mr. Murray say to Mr. Walker 
that the report was groundiess? 

Answer. 1 think he stated that the report that a bribe 
had been offered him, was groundless or unfounded. 

Question. State if von recollect, in the conversation be- 
tween Mr. Walker and Mr. Murray, whether Mr. Murray 
said, that a proposition had been made him, but that he did 
not know whether it was intended to influence his vote or 
not? - 

Answer. I do not remember that he made that statement 
to Mr. Walker. He did not detail the conversation whick 
took place between the person alluded to and himself. 

Question. Is the conversation related by Joshua Murrar. 
as having occurred between Robert J. Walker and himsulf. 
subsiantially true as stated in the deposition of said Murray 
just read in vour hearing, to the best of vour recollection? 

Answer. That part of Mr. Murrav's deposition in relation 
to the Pascagoula Dar, I think, as well as 1 recollect. is cor- 
rect as stated. Ido not remember to have heard the con- 
versation in relation to his old friend, as stated in his depo- 
sition. It is correct, as stated. that they sat by the table 
and had some conversation before my attention was called 
to the subject alluded to. 

Question. How far did you sit from the table when this 
converration aliuded to was held? 

Answer. Perhaps six or eight feet; but at that time was 
in conversation with Mr. Gayden. 

Question. Can vou say that the conversation between Mr. 
Murray and Mr. Walker, as related in Mr. Murray's depo- 
sition, Cid not take place as therein stated? 

Answer. Ido not know that l can say that it did not 
take place. 

Question. Do you distinctly recollect whether the epithet 
anfounded, or groundless, ‘whichever was used) was applied 
by Mr. Murray to the reportas saving been authorized by 
him, or whether it related to the truth of the report itself? 

Answer. My impression at that time was, that it related 
to the truth of the report. 

Question. Have you ever heard Mr. Murray deny or con- 
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tradict any of the charges set forth in the letter just read 
to you, purporting to be a copy of a letter addressed by said 
Murray to John H, Mallory, which letter is on file as a part 
of the deposition of said Murray? Ifso, what portions? 

Answer. Mr. Murray has conversed with me on the sub- 
ject of the letter since he addressed it to Maj. Mallory, I 
have not heard him deny or contradictany of the statements 
contained in it. 

Question. Have you at any time heard Mr. Murray make 
a statement, in relation to this subject, different from that 
contained in his letter, just read in your hearing? 

Answer. 1 cannot say that I have. 

Re-examination on the part of J. H. Mallory. 

Question. Is not the statement of Murray, as taken down, 
incorrect, according to your recollection, in omitting to 
state, that he declared the reportin relation to a bribe hav- 
ing been offered himto be unfounded or groundless? 

Answer. So far as relates to the words unfounded or 
groundless, it may be incorrect. 

Question. Were you in a situation to hear what passed 
between Murray and Walker, after yourattention wascalled 
to the conversation, and was that conversation held in a suf 
ficiently audible tone, to enable you to hear what passed? 

Answer. I was in a situation, after my attention was 
called, to hear all that passed. The conversation was in an 
audible tone. Adjourned. 

Monpay Eventne, February 15th, 1836.—The committee 
met in the hall of the House of Representatives, pursuant. 
to adjournment. 

Archibald McMinnis, being duly sworn, was examined on 
the part of John H. Mallory, and the following questions 
were propounded to him: 

Question. Are you acquainted with the general character 
of Joshua Murray for truth and veracity? 

Answer. 1 have been acquainted with Mr. Murray for a 
number of years. 

Question. Is that a good or bad character? 

Answer. I never knew any thing against Mr. Murray, but 
one circumstance. I cannot say that circumstance was a 
good one. 

A PE Is that character from general report good or 
ad? 

Answer. I state, as I did before, that I never knew of 
but the one circumstance against Mr. Murray. 1 could not 
state any thing but what Mr. Murray is a man that would 
be believed, so far as I know. 
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Re-examination of Joshua Murray, on the part of J. H. 
Mallory. 

A printed paper was handed to Mr. Murray, and the fol- 
lowing question asked: 

Question. Is the publication now shown to you, marked 
C, the authorized act of Kenneth McLeod? 

The committee decided this question to be irrelevant and 
impertinent, and refused to permit an answer to be given 
to ii.

whatever to be made, in relation to any matter that hap- 
pened between us, nor can I say that you offered me a bribe 
to vote for Mr. Walker; but I did state to some of my 
friends, that on the evening before the election for Senator 
in Congress, you and Mr. Granberry had called al my room, 
and invited me to your house, when you introduced me to 
several gentlemen. Aftersome time you invited me to your 
office, and as well as I can recollect, you asked me bow J in- 
tended to vote for Senator. I replied that I was instructed 
by my constituents to vote for Plammer. You observed that 
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1 could redeem my pledge, by voting for Plummer on the 
first ballot, and afterwards vote for Walker. I then, as it 
was late, got up to go to my lodgings, at Mr. Edwards’s, 
You stated that you would accompany me, and after we had 
proceeded about eighty or ninety steps, you mentioned that 
you wished me to come up here and live, that in April or 
May, a vacancy would take place, in the land office at Clin- 
ton, and that by your influence with General Jackson, to- 
gether with Mr. Walker’s assistance, if he should be elect- 
ed, you could get the office for me. I inquired what the 
office was worth. You replied, $2,000 a year. I felt 
embarrassed by my feelings and was about to leave you; 
when you said, say nothing about it. 

When alone, 1 become much: agitated in my feelings, not 
knowing how totake you. In this painful state, I could not 
refrain from hinting the matter to an honorable and high 
minded friend, and promised to state all the circumstances 
after the election, which I accordingly did the next day. 
Now, sir, I have told you honestly and candidly what I have 
stated, and what you know to be true. Ihave had no other 
agency in bringing it before the public. I do not know 
what were your motives. 

I am a poor man, having a large family depending upon 
my labor, and wish to shun all difficulties, with all men; but 
as I am also honest, I must be candid and tell the whole 
truth, which I hope will be a satisfactory answer to your let- 
ter.

Josuva Murray, Esq: , 

Sir—In my communication of yesterday, I inquired of you 
whether you had charged me at any time, with having offer- 
ed you a bribe to induce you to support Mr. Walker for 
United States Senator. In your reply of ibis date, you say 
that you cannot say, that I offered you a bribe to vote for 
Mr. Walker—you never authorized the charge distinctly 
brought against mv character, and here perhaps the matter 
should rest between us—but you do mot content yourself 
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with a categorical answer, to my question, but proceed to 
tell a long cock and bull story, about a certain conversation, 
which you say took place, between us. Indeed, sir, such a 
conversation as that which you relate, never did take place 
in the manner you mention, and it would be surely deeply 
discreditable to both of us, as well on ihe score of intelli- 
gence as of integrity, to haye indulged in such a colloquy. 
I really had always heretofore supposed you, as you describe 
yourself, as being an honest man, and if 1 had been capable 
of offering a bribe to any individual, under any circumstan- 
ces, surely J should not, with my former opinion of you, have 
had recourse to yourself—but Í am not only incapable of 
the baseness of attempting to influence legislative voles by 
bribery, but 1 am absolutely without the means of carrying 
so corrupt a scheme into effect—as to what you say about 
my boasting of my influence over General Jackson, this is 
rather too ridiculous a suggestion for notice, and it jis too 
evidently instigated by political management, behind the 
curtain, io demand a special reply. According to your own 
account of your own feelings, during the conversation which 
you relate, you do seem indeed to have been in great per- 
plexity, balancing between the hope that a bribe of $2,000 
had been offered to you, and the apprehension that such 
good fortune was hardly possible. You sav you were much 
agitated. lam sorry to hear it, for a truly honest man hav- 
ing reason to suppose that an attempt had been made to 
bribe him to betray a solemn trust, cughtto be calm, dis- 
passionate and unhesitatingly indignant without any of 
those feelings of tremulous anxiety, which you seem to have 
suffered under. You say you were much embarrassed by 
vour feelings. Heavens and earth 111 what must have been 
the character of those feelings which thus embarrassed; 
truly vou cescribe a state of feeling, like that which may 
be imagined to be experienced by a prostitute, willing, nay, 
anxious to barter away the use of her person, when she es- 
icems it a little doubtful whether her charms would be ac- 
iuaily proposed for; indeed, sir, your modesty was unneces- 
sarily awakened. Such a thing as offering you a bribe nev- 
erentered my head, This, sir, is a sufficient notice of your 
silly epistle. You are evident; in unfortunate kecping, 
and I would advise you to free yourself from it and return 
to the walks of private life, which nature evidently des- 
tined you, and from which I must consider it a serious mis- 
fortune for you to have escaped. I have nothing mere to say 


in addition than this, that 1 trust the present is the lost mis- 
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erable effort of a defeated party, to break down the charac- 
ter of houest-men by the basest calumny.

SxR— Your note of yesterday has been duly received, and 
the contents noted. I cannot admit that I have done you 
an injustice, by not detailing all of the conversation that 
took place between yourself and R. J. Walker, in my note 
to Major Mallory. It was not possible at that time, or is it 
at this, for me to detail all of your conversations, with Mr. 
W. bui as you request it, I will endeavor to gratify you, as 
far as possible. 

The night preceding Walker's departure for Natchez, he 
invited me to accompany him to your room, for the purpose 
of ascertaining the truth of the report in circulation that 
some of his friends had offered you a bribe to vote for him, 
(Mr. Walker,) and after the usual civilities,in presence of Mr.

You replied that the said report 
was unauthorized on your part, that you could not say that 
any person had offered you a bribe, and you supposed that 
the report originated from the fact of your mentioning a 
conversation that took place between yourself, and one of 
your friends previous to the election of Mr. W., which con- 
versation you had detailed, to another friend. You stated 
to Mr. W. that your personal preferences were not against 
him, but you were instructed by your constituents, to vote 
against him, and you hoped always to obey their instruc- 
tions, on ali subjects. You conversed on the expediency of 
an appropriation by the general government for clearing out 
of the Pascagoula Bay,or pass. 

We then after the usual interchange of civilities, parted 
as I supposed, with feelings of satisfaction, on all parts, which 
no doubt is the cause of my nol being better able to detail 
the conversation more minutely.
